FIRST EXTRA SESSION — TWENTY SIX IV. IVY. 


SENATE. 
Sacr.vmk.nto, April 29, ISM. 
The Senate was called to order at 10 o’clock. 
President Mansfield in the chair. Roll called and 
a quorum present. 
Minutes read, corrected and 
approved. 
Mr. J ohnson, pursuant to notice, moved t> recm* 
fider I he vote by which A. B. 10 was passed. 
Mr. J ohnson moved to lay the motion to recoil- 
»i«Ur on the table, which rnotiou prevailed by 21 
to 12. 
Senators Enos and Dickinson had leave of absence 
until M« nday. 
At 10:15, on motion of Mr. J oiinson, the Senate 
took a recess until 2 o’clock 
Afternoon Session. 
The Senate reassembled at 2 o’clock, President 
Mansfield iu the chair. 
The Special order, A. C. R. 3. relative ti> :idj vnrn- 
tncnt, was taken up. Mr. Oiutxiv m oved to m »k-. 
the subje t the speci d e>rder for Tuesday ik xt. 
Mr. 1*van raised the point of onh r that the Scn- 
»t3 cannot ix>9tpone action be.iond the time set for 
the adjotimn cut in the resolution. The Pbrsidknt 
decided the point well taken. 
The motion to postpone until Tuesdav was carried 
by 24 to 10. 
At 2:40 Mr. J ohnson moved to take a recess tmtil 
4 o’clock. Mr. Qorvan moved to iul -urn. Lost. 
The motion for a rece-s prevailed by 22 to 12 
Tne Senate reassembled at 4 o’clock, President 
Mansfield in the chair. 
.Mr. Hi'OSON, from the Committee on Enrollment, 
reported several hills correctly enrolled aud placed 
in the hands of the Governor. 
Mr. J oiinson, from the Committee on Apportion­ 
ment, reported back S. B. 11 (Congressional appor­ 
tionment), with amendments, including one for an 
alternate apportionment of the State into five dis­ 
tricts, and recommended its passage as amended. 
Mr. Morkland, for himself and Mr. Gorman, pre­ 
sented a minority report. 
The bill was read a second time and the amend- 
men s of the committee adopted. 
Mr. Murk and offered a substitute, dividing: the 
State Into four districts, with districts as at | resent, 
and providing for the election at large of any addi­ 
tional number of Representatives the State may be 
entitled to. The substitute was rejected ami the 
bill ordered engrossed. 
Under this hill the State is divided into six dis­ 
tricts, aá f'.lloH» : First District—Del Norte, Hum­ 
boldt, C'duR», Trinity, Siskiyou, Modoc, Shota, 
Lassen, Tehama, Plumas, Butte, Yuba, hierra, Ne­ 
vada and Placer. Second—Napa, Solano, Yolo, 
Su'.ter, Sacramento, El Dorado, Amador, Calaveras, 
Alpine, Tuolumne, Mariposa, Mono and Inyo. 
Third—Mendocino, Lake, Sonoma, Marin and a 
portion of San Francisco. Fourth -Tiie remainder of 
S*n Francisco. Fifth—Ala» eda, Contra Costa, Sin 
Joaquin, Stanislaus, Merced, Fresno, San Benito 
and Tul re. Sixth—Santa 0km , San Mateo, Santa 
Cruz, Monterey, San Luis Obispo, Kern, Santa 
Barbara, Ventura, Loe Ange’ee, San Bernardino and 
San Diego. 
The air* rimte provision divides the State into 
fiw districts, as follows : Firet District—IKd Norte, 
Siskiyou, Modoc, Lassen, Shasta, Trinity, Tehama, 
Butte, Pletinas, Sierra, Nevada, Yuba, Colusa, Sut 
ter.

Lake, Napa, Yolo, Solano, S'n nma, 
Marin and part «•/ San Francisco. Fourth—The re­ 
mainder of San Francisco. Fifth San Mateo, Santa 
(Jara, Santa Cruz, Monterey, San Luis Obispo, 
Tulare, Mono, Inyo, Kern, Santa Barbara, Ventuia, 
Los Angeos, San Bernardino and Sin Diego. 
Mr. J ohnson, from the C* mmittee on Apportion­ 
m ent. reported back S. IJs. 6 and 7, without recom­ 
mendation. 
Mr. J ohnson m oved they he im h finitely post­ 
poned, and it was so ordered. 
At 4:25 on motion of Mr. J ohnson, the Senate 
adjourned until 10 o’clock to-m* rrow morning.

port, and the January’ and May reports cannot be 
so treated, nor can it be assumed tne Legislature 
expected him to report until after sufficient time 
had elapsed to do the work directed.

F. r salary secretary State Fnginet-r ami completion 
of irrigation works, preparation of final report, 
with maps, etc., ¿30,000. [Stricken out.] Mr. May 
should vote for the appropriation. He believed the 
State ought to prosecute a horou -h investigation 
on the subject and spread the information gained 
broadcast through the State and the wojdd. He 
favored scientific research to the development of in 
formation concerning all the resources of the State 
and all its capabilities. Mr. F k lto n would not dis 
parage scientific restarch and discovery. The State 
spent a large sum for a geological survey. It was 
not completed. Perhaps it is well it was not under 
its former head. He said no petroleum of value 
c-iUldbe f *und here, and advised against any invest­ 
ment iu search for it here. Yet gentlemen had 
searched, found 
it, and 
have 
m ule 
its 
production a large and impoitant and pay- 
mg industry. 
He said he would vote for 
the salary of the Secretary, and wanted the question 
divided. If it could not be he m ust vote against the 
whole sum. The Act creating the office of State 
Engineer he believed was the parent of slickens 
north and irrigation south. At the time of the late 
flood he saw more water running free than ten Sac­ 
ramento rivers would hold in their pristine glory, 
and he had no high regard for the engineeringpla s 
that proposed to restrain the floods and hold back 
the debris by brush dams, re-training levee works, 
etc. As to irrigation, the work laid out by the bill 
is so vast that the work will have to continue for all 
time, and the $30,000 will be but as a drop in the 
bucket. The work is thus far surveying and not 
engineering - it is reduced down to a map, and 
no practical information can be had from it. He 
was told that the map being made was gleaned chiefly 
from county maps, and was not even surveying. 
No instance <*»n be given of the investment of*cap­ 
ital in these lin e without individual surveys. Let 
us do as in the must—if anyone wauts a survey let 
him make it ÍA.r hioiself and practicilly investigate 
as a basis for investment. Mr. Hendrick said'the 
bill creating the office was for two purposes—to pro­ 
mote irrigation and also drainage. If the north 
part of the State has grown wealthy, let the south 
also—the younger sister—see if she can wax fat and 
gr*w rich After the State has created the office 
and the incumbent has devoted his att* ntion to one 
part jf the State for the benefit of the common­ 
wealth, common justice demands that other sec­ 
tions should have the benefit of his investigations 
a’so. No one wants the State to carry on a system 
of irrigation, but only to inqu re and give informa­ 
tion to the people as to the whole southern arid 
sections, the water-shed and supply, etc. His sec­ 
tion implored the Legislature to inquire into the 
matter. He had seen how vast and unproductive 
regions had there been made to blossom as the n-se 
by the results of engineering irrigation science. He 
begged the House to look abroad and see the wo», 
tiers worked by irrigat on under far lees favorable 
circumstances than exist in California.

While the wheat-prowers of our Slate are 
studying the question of how to bring up the 
price of wheat on hand, and to be produced, 
to a paying standard, the unfavorable weat 1 
er in England is working in the same direc­ 
tion and with a great deal better prospect of 
success. 
A Ljndon dispatch, dated April 
21st, says: “ Everyday increases the pros­ 
pect that the crops of England will be a total, 
or nearly total failure. It is now some weeks 
since any rain has fallen, and the ground 
is 
very 
dry. 
Within 
the 
last 
four 
days 
there 
have 
been 
very 
heavy 
frosts 
throughout 
the 
entire country.’’ 
Even should there be warm rains within a 
short time, it will be too late to repair the 
damage which has already been done by the 
long continued drought, frosts and the un­ 
usually cold weather. 
This information 
should not discourage our wheat-growers in 
their efforts to secure and insure cheaper 
freights on their wheat to market, but rather 
induce them to greater exertions. 
Hereto­ 
fore, there has been but one possible route 
and but oue possible means of transporting 
California wheat to Liverpool or the conti­ 
nent, where we have to look for a market, 
and for a number of years the control 
of this route and 
this means 
was in 
the bauds of one mar, who chartered ail the 
available tonnage and set his own price on 
freights. 
It is true that this state of things 
no longer exists, that no oue man or set of 
men has attempted for a few years back to 
monopolize the wheat, carrying trade of this 
State, but it is equally tiue that circum- 
stauc.s have favored high freights, and that 
the farmers have as a consequence been the 
losers. 
There are a number uf difficulties in 
the way of certain cheap or even reasonable 
freights on wheat from this coast to Europe. 
Firs', our crops are not assured in eeason to 
notify ship owners of the demaud for their 
ships to carry them away. 
XhiB was es­ 
pecially the case last year. 
The acreage of 
grain was unusually large, but duriug all the 
early part of winter we had no rain to assure 
crops or even to give farmers but little ground 
to expect a good yield. 
When the rains did 
come they were so heavy and continued so 
late in the season that farmers had but little 
hope that they would have more than a 
heavy giowth of straw and a light clean up 
of grain. 
Then the uorth winds came and 
continued so long that every body supposed 
that 
the 
wheat 
had 
been 
injured at 
least tweuty-tive per cent., and that perhaps 
the injury might be much greater. 
The fact 
is that the farmers were then.s.Ives deceived 
as to the real wheat yield last year up to .the 
very time of haivest, and the thrashing ma­ 
chine first showed them the enormous crop 
they had produced and had to ship. 
It is- 
not be exacted that ship owners are going 
to send their ships into the Pacific ocean in 
ballast upon such a state of uncertainty as to 
obtaining business. 
The route of transporta­ 
tion is so long, and there is so little freight 
this way compared to the amount of wheat 
to be carried away, that it is almost impos­ 
sible to bring ourselves in o favorable cirvu.it- 
sta ices as to our when..-carrying trad , uutil 
we can change and shorten the route and 
create a greater reti ra trade. 
It is claimed 
by farmers, and was put forward at the late 
meeting of wheat-growers in San Francisco, 
that farmers should orgauize in some manner 
for the purpose of gaining more reliable in­ 
formation, both as to the prospects of crops, 
not only at home but abroad, and as to pre­ 
vailing prices. 
This would be well, but it 
would be much better to have a State Bureau 
of Statistics, to collect and publish monthly 
statistics relating to all such matters. 
Such 
a bureau properly and honestly managed 
would be a benefit to the farmers and deal­ 
ers, as well as millers and consumers, every­ 
where. 
It would also keep the owners and 
charterers of vessels constantly informed as 
to the prospects of demand f»r tonnage, 
and would 
in 
a great 
measure tend 
to remove or 
prevent 
for 
the futuie 
all such embarrassments as 
the wheat 
trade has encountered since the present 
crop has tern ready for shipment. 
It was 
also proposed at the meeting referred to to 
form a corporation of farmers for the purpose 
of shipping wheat. 
In answer to this propo­ 
sition, it was stated that the farmers already 
had au organization, which, btsidts doing 
many other kinds of bu-iaess for farmers, 
was prepared to ship to the best advantage 
all the wheat they desiied, and were also 
prepared do give farmers all necessary infor­ 
mation upon all branches of the subject. 
Although it was Btated that the organization 
proposed to be formed fur wheat «hipping 
should be kept distinct from all Granger’s 
organizations, it was readily seen that there 
was no good reason why an organization of 
Granger farmers should not be as good for 
farmers that are not Grangers as for those 
that are. 
This idea seems to have had its 
influence in postponing any action upon the 
proposition to form a wheat shipping corpo­ 
ration. 
The meeting postponed this branch 
of_ the

till 
September 
next. 
While the wheat-growers’ meeting can hardly 
be said to have accomplished any immediate 
good for the class it was intended to benefit, 
the possible indirect benefits are very great. 
It brought the whole subject of wheat grow­ 
ing and wheat shipping more prominently 
before the public, aud emphasized very forci­ 
bly the disadvantages we have heretofore 
been laboring under in regard to getting our 
wheat to market and the necessity for shorter 
and more direct routes of shipment. 
It also 
brought out very prominently the Importance 
of provision by the farmers of facilities for 
storing larger quantities <•( grain in the coun­ 
try, wiiere it will be at all times convenient 
for shipment, and where the taxes upon it 
will he as light as possible. 
With the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad completed to the Golf 
of Mexico, and a line of steamers running in 
connection with it from its gulf terminus, the 
farmers will be placed iu much better condi­ 
tion to secure a fair value for their wheat. A 
ship-canal across the Isthmus will add an­ 
other and great advantage, and a ship railway 
still another, and we believe the day is not 
far distant when all these facilities will he 


gunsand apply matches to the bunches of straw 
£ their orchards and vineyards, and so the 
guns and straw piles are fired all along down 
the vallev almost Simultaneously, and at the 
same time there arises a dense vap >rv smoke 
which soon forms an unbroken cloud, hover­ 
ing over and protecting the vines and trees of 
the entire district. The lime to set the smoke 
, If it has been found by experience, is about 
an’hour before sunrise, and to continue about 
an hour after ti.e sun is np. 
The cost of this 
whole operation is comparatively nothing, 
but a single smoke may save the entire grape 
and fruit crop of the valley, worth hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. 
The occasion may 
not come at all in a season, and it may cotr.e 
once or twice, but if it should come a dozen 
time3 the wide-awake people are ready for it, 
and they protect their trees and vines aud 
fruit from injury and themselves from loss. 
It is all smoke aud no fire that does the work, 
and thus leads to the iuquiry how smoke only 
keeps away the frost. 
Many have supposed 
that heat was the object aud that the fires 
kept up the temperature so that there could 
he no frost. 
This is not the fact, aud it is 
not heat but smoke that does the work. 
We 
all know that frost seldom occurs of a cloudy 
night, aud that even when we have a frost in 
the night followed by clouds to hide and pre­ 
vent the rays of the sun from falling on veg­ 
etation until the frozen moisture has melted 
away in the morning, but little iujury gener­ 
ally results. 
Now a layer of moist smoke in 
the air over vegetation operates as a protec­ 
tion just as a natural cloud does. 
It checks 
the falling current of cold air before the sun 
rises, and then screens the vegetation from 
the heated rays for a time after the sun is 
above the horizen, and thus, iu effect, pulls 
Jack Frost's teeth from his jaws and renders 
him harmless to nip the tender shoots and 
flower buds. 


Thieves in th e Garden and In th e Field 1

make every 
owner of a garden, whether of vegetables or 
of flowers, to discover and rout the thieves. 
If human thieves, they must be arrested and 
prosecuted in the criminal Courts, not only 
to punish them for the cffeuse of Btealiug 
from the owner, but to deter other thieves 
from committing similar offenses against the 
peace of the people. 
If they be thieves in 
the shape of cattle, hogs or other animals, 
tame or wild, they must be driven out and 
the fence aud gates secured, to prevent a re- 
pitkirn of the depredathr.

can be f und, he must be warned that if a 
repetitÍJU of the

be 
permitted 
the uo-fence law will be invoked, and the of­ 
fenders corraled till the damages are settled. 
But if it be found that the thieves that are 
stealing away our crops and our profits are 
weeds, that are cairjing on an indirect theft 
by 
taking 
the moisture 
and 
the 
fer­ 
tility 
of 
the soil 
from our 
corn and 
polatoes a d other plants in the garden 
and 
field, 
then 
what 
shall 
be done ? 
prosecution of course, and that immediate ; 
we roust arrest the thieves, arid that without 
waiting for the slow process of the law. 
We 
must in this case take the law' into our own 
hands, and immediately apply lynch law to 
the case, and not only cut the thieves’ heads 
off, but dig them up by the roots and exter­ 
minate the entire race, that they will never 
steal from us any more. 
The fact is these 
weeds that steal our crops from us are the 
lowest class of thieves, 
They come in day or 
night, in good weat her aud in bad, when we 
are awake aud when we are asleep, and they 
come up from under the ground and do us 
much damage before 
they 
become bold 
enough to show themselves ou the surface, 
and 
we 
must 
treat them accordingly. 
A t whatever sacrifice of time and labor, 
this class of thieves must be exterminated or 
our year’s tif rts will be lost, or the products 
and profits of the year will be greatly re­ 
duced. 
Now is the lime to find them, and 
now is the tiiue to kill them. 
An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure. 
A 
stitch in time saves nine. 
A word to the 
wise is sufficient.

Sulphur for the Grape Vines. 
Those who have grapa vines that are liable 
to puffer from mildew should not forget that 
sulphur will prevent this disease, and thus 
save 
the 
grapes. 
Eastern 
sulphur 
is 
the best, because 
it has 
been cleansed 
of 
all 
mineral 
and 
other impurities. 
The 
sulphur 
should 
be 
applied 
to 
the 
leaves 
by 
sprinkling 
them 
well, 
from a tin box with perforated bottom. 
We 
have always selected dewy mornings for the 
application; as then it will adhere to the 
damp surface, and penetrating the leaf enter 
at once into the circulating sap aud kill all 
spores of fungi. 
If you have but a few vines, 
as iu the garden, it will do to sprinkle the 
leaves with sulphur. 
If neglected now, when 
the time comes for picking large fine bur ches 
of luscious grapes to eat from the hand or 
from the table, you will find none but half­ 
grown, 
half-ripentd, half-colored, tasteless 
erapes on your vines, and then you will re­ 
gret your neglect now. 


Successful E xperim ent w ith th e Silo. 
A correspondent of the Courier-Journal, 
writing from Russellville, Ky., gives the ex­ 
perience of Nimrod Lang, a wealthy farm, r 
of the place, with the silo. 
Mr. Lang, he 
writes, toid me that last summer he engaged 
hands and had a pit dug in a tobacco farm, 
10 feet square and 12 feet deep. 
The ground 
wdb the ordinary red clay. 
He already had 
in his stock barn the necessary power, and 
thither he cut and hauled the corn from an 
adj icent field—stalks, roasting ears and all— 
and ran it through his cutting machine, cut­ 
ting it in half-inch lengths. 
This cut stuff 
he put into the pit uutil filled. 
He then 
covered it with flooring boards, and weighed 
it down with over a foot of stone, ab iut 500 
pounds to the square 
yard. 
This soon 
caused 
it 
to 
sink 
to 
about 
half 
the 
depth 
of 
the 
pit. 
In 
cutting 
this corn, ¿Ir. 
L -nir was unfortunate, and 
broke his cutter. 
As he could not get it 
mended Boon he removed the weights and 
filhd the pit with clover hay, cut in the field, 
and hauled directly to the pit. 
With this 
he filled the pit a little more than full aud 
again put ou the weights. 
When this had 
been pressed down the weights were again 
removed and the pit again fi led with clover 
hay, freshly cat, and weights again applied 
and left. 
On the 23J of December he began 
to feed twenty-five large steers for the mar­ 
ket and a fine fl >ck of Cotswold sheep. 
He 
estimates that it will last till the 1st of May. 
The steers get nothing el.-e, and cattle and 
sheep eat it ravenously. 
N e t counting the 
cist of the steam power this ensilage has cost 
about 50 cents per ton.

Probably in n eith er locality in the State 
is there to be found more wide-awake and 
enterprising vine and fruit-growers than in 
Napa valley. 
The success which is attend­ 
ing grape and fruit culture in this valley is 
not ouly bringing to individuals great and 
deserved prosperity, but it is bringing a rep­ 
utation to the valley itself. 
With the con­ 
tinued enlargement of old vineyards and 
orchards and the planting of new ones, 
will not be many years before the entire val 
ley above Napa City and the si pes of the 
mountains on either side will be very nearly 
covered with vines and fruit trees c f various 
kinds. 
The liability to late frosts iu the 
valley has heretofore been somewhat of a dis­ 
couragement to planting out vineyards and 
orchards, but the intelligence and enterprise 
of those already interested in these lines of

have

Louis Blanc spoke the other day at the 
Chamber in favor of the reduction of w o tt­ 
ing hours.

The same arguments he used in 
1S4S he used on this occasion, which goes 
to prove how' far ahead of his fellow- 
creatures he started out, and liow far they 
still reman behind him.

throughout the wo:Id to find a more grace­ 
ful and polished orator than I>ouis Blanc ; 
every word is iu its right place, there is 
not one tqo many ; and, combined with the 
harmony of the language, brilliant and 
forcible ideas Hash throughout like' the 
bright sunlight-. 
His gestures are ample 
and sober, and he has always endeavored 
to do justice to his fellow creatures by ap­ 
pealing to their uudeistanding and sense of 
justice without ever trying to impose on 
them hia own personality. 
His speeches 
lose nothing in the leading of them, for 
their language is perfect, aud the earnest­ 
ness, the sincerity of the orator, pervades 
it like a perfume which softens your 
heart 
and 
brings 
the 
tears 
to 
your eyes. 
I sometimes ask myself if 
Loris Blanc should be classed among re­ 
formers, 
for although his heart is filled 
with sympathy for suffering humanity and 
his hand is extended to aP in real friend­ 
ship, particularly to the workman whose 
struggles and efforts'ennoble bun in the 
eyes of mankind, he cannot be said to re­ 
semble other reformers who enter their 
midst and too often by their heated words 
excite them to anger and rebellion. 
He 
seems rather to stand alott and as though 
inspired by the presence of justice demand 
in her name of the strong those rights be­ 
longing to the weak. 
His disinterested­ 
ness, his sincerity and earnestness invest 
him rather with the character of a prophet. 
He takes such broad and extended views 
of all subjects he treats, that they in­ 
variably enter the domain of deep philos­ 
ophy and high morality, and one is sur­ 
prised that the world should hesitate to 
decide in favor of the advancement of the 
human race. 
This eminent orator said in 
hia speech,: “ No one more than myself is 
disposed to recognize that which is elastic 
in the individual 
initiative and creative 
power in a large expansion of the human 
person. 
I have many times envied for my 
country the practice of that 


*.SELF-GOVERNMENT’ 
W hich has partly made the grandeur of 
the United States and England. 
I knov 
that very often the force of the governing 
power is the weakness of the governed. 
1 
do not w ish for the people that sort of 
guardianship which in monarchies is almost 
always the hypocricy of despotism, and I 
have a horror of the system which consists 
in killing liberty by teaching it how to 
live. 
W nat is liberty ? 
Is it not the right 
to exercise one’s faculties in all their lati­ 
tude ? 
Very well. 
I say it is because one 
has been pleased to define liberty by the 
word right, that one has arrived at calling 
men free men who are slaves of ignorance 
and misery, 
W hat matters to him who 
drags a heavy billet attached to his feet 
the right to run ? 
Does it suffice to those 
who may have the metaphysical right to 
exercise 
all 
their faculties, 
who have- 
neither instruction, 
without which the 
human mind cannot be largely developed, 
nor the instruments of work, without 
which human activity cannot be exercised 
in all its latitude ; or cannot be, except in 
conditions of absolute dependence? 
Is 
the workman who has no other means 
of existence than his work really free 
to obtain the price for it which he judges 
equitable when he 
must work or else 
starve ? 
The founder of modern political 
economy, Adam Smith, has made a decla­ 
ration which I recommend to those who 
imagine in combatting our proposition that 
they plead the cause of liberty. 
A manu­ 
facturer, 
ho says, without occupying a 
single workman could live a year or two 
ou the funds which he has hoarded up. 
A 
great many workmen could not subsist 
without work, one week, very few a month, 
and scarcely one a whole year. 
It might 
be that in the end the master may have as 
great need of the workman as this last has 
need of him, bnt the need of the master is 
not so pressing. 
From which Adam Smith 
concludes that this last forcibly imposes all 
his conditions on the other. It is true that 
the workman has the right to refuse. 
He 
has the right to starve. 
Ah, gentlemen, 
do not take the abstraction for the reality, 
the shadow for the substance. 
No, no; 
liberty is cot only the right to be free ; 
the power of being free, that is liberty. 
If 
it is true that after a certain time the dust, 
the action of harmful substances, the noise 
of the wheels, the trepidation resulting 
from the continual movement of the nn- 
chines by the strongest constitution—if it 
is true that the workman who passes outof 
each day of the year twelve and even to 
fourteen hours, including his meals, in a 
factory, which is often far situated from 
his dwelling, needs time not only to 


INDULGE IN REST, 
Hardly earned, but to cultivate his intelli­ 
gence, exercise his thought and live a 
family life, is not the proposition sub­ 
mitted to you more than justificil ? 
Does 
not the phj sioal and moral health of the 
workmen constitute the most noble part 
of the riches of a people ? 
Is there asocial 
interest superior to that which adheres to 
a reform whose consequence would be to 
increase the forces of the workman by 
sparing them and adding to his intellectual 
power through the culture of his mind? 
Ah, what 1 
There is not a machine which 
may not need repairing, and it is not only 
with regard to man that the restorer rest 
should fie unheeded. 
W h a t! one refuses 
to understand that in reference even simply 
to the industrial and commercial prosper­ 
ity, society is to the highest extent inter 
e8ted 
in 
having 
the 
workmen given 
time to become instructed, because man is 
the generating principle of that prosperity ; 
because all 
tbat 
which 
leads to the 
amelioration of man leads to the ameliora­ 
tion of that w hich man produces ; because 
there is no wealth compared to that of the 
intelligence—wealth which is communi­ 
cated without 
diminishing, 
and which 
they are right to compare to a light which 
can serve to illuminate thousands of others 
without losing any of its volume, of its 
heat, or its brilliancy. 
But you will be 
told without doubt, for it baa often been 
said, that 


WORK IS A MERCHANDISE 
And the State has no greater reason for in­ 
terfering between the master and the work­ 
man than it has for interfering between 
the buyer and seller. 
How is that an ex­ 
act comparison J 
The workman sells his 
w ork; agreed. 
But is there nothing in that 
Bale which distinguishes it from a table or 
a plaything? 
That which the workman 
sells, when he disposes of his work, is all 
his time, the entire combination of hie 
faculties, it is his life, his being. 
Can that 
then be an ordinary market ? 
Between 
the man who sells a table and the man who 
desires to buy it there exists no competition 
of force. 
If they do not agree, there is no 
reason for one or the other to complain. 
The first will wait until a new buyer pre­ 
sents him self; the second will seek else­ 
where the desired object, or will do with­ 
out it. 
B at in thc relations between the 
master and the workman there enters an 
element of permanency, a necessity of com­ 
petition and an idea of justioe which gives 


to these relations an absolutely distinctive 
character. 
They must unite to produce, 
and when they are divided on the question 
is to what portion of the produced value 
should belong to the capital under the 
form of profits, to the work under the form 
of salary, there is a sort of conflict which, 
by its importance, its generality and its re­ 
lation to public prosperity, interests the 
«hole of society, claims its attention and 
solicits its vigilance. 
That kind of con­ 
flict you know, gentlemen, what it is called 
and to what it leads. 
The adversaries of 
our proposition do not wish the reduction 
of working hours to come from a legal pro­ 
vision ; would they much better prefer to 
see it continued by mears of strikes? 
As 
to myself, I consider that strikes are a great 
harm. 
N ot that I belong to those whom 
they inspire with bitter refltctions and 
words of blame. 
I consider it supremely 
unjust that in the state of antagonism in 
which all interests are placed to day, that 
the workmen should be 


ACCUSED OF A CRIME 
In uniting to obtain the benefit of a com­ 
mon protection. 
But as much of this 
means of defense is natural, just so is it 
disastrous. 
Iu struggles of this kind, the 
victory must belong to him who can wait 
the longest time, aud the battle being terri­ 
bly unequal between those who lose but a 
part of their earr ings and those who lose a 
partof their bread, one tremble* in thinkicg 
of the sacrifices which the workmen during 
a strike arc forced to make, of the priva­ 
tions which they have to endure— without 
other results, very often, than to see them­ 
selves obliged to submit, happy stiil if they 
are not condemned tja take up their burden 
again under conditions more severe than 
before ; whereas the losses inflicted on the 
masters arc found to have diminished that 
portion of the public wealth which is con­ 
secrated to the remuneration of work. 
I 
ask you, gentlemen, tin we, ought we to 
rernaiu indifferent to that which lea s to 
such calamities ? 
Have we nothing to see 
in the well-being of a class whose labor con­ 
tributes to so high a degree to the weil- 
beingofalltheothers? Besides, isnotsociety, 
taken in its ensemble, doomed to suffer 
when, owing to a violent disagreement be­ 
tween the two great agents of production, 
the factories are closed; when work is 
stopped; when the war of folded arms 
does not end in exhaustion except after 
having devoured an enormous mass of 
capital aud caused immense ruin ? 
1 was 
in England at the time of the masons’ 
strike at Loudon, called the nine-hour 
law—for they wished to reduce to nine 
hours the workman’s day— and the sight of 
the sufferings of which that great struggle 
was the source will never leave my memo­ 
ry. 
However, that is where the doctrine 
of lairsez Jairc is leading U3, so dear to cer­ 
tain economists. 
Because it is lawful for 
the master to impose on the workman such 
condition of work as may please him, it 
nrait he admitted that it is lawful for the 
yvorkman to refuse them ; and that which 
they are free to do to one they' are free to 
do to two, ten, a thousand, ten thousand— 
the fact of association being in itself an 
application of 
individual liberty. 
But 
then it is the domain of industry trans­ 
formed into a battlefield. 
It is w ar! 
A 
war in which the qualities even which it 
develops iu the workman—firmness, con­ 
stancy, spirit of sacrifice, devotion to the 
good or evil interest comprised iu the com­ 
mon cause—belong-to the order of militant 
virtues, anil in which hunger too often per­ 
forms the offices of the sword.” 


THE DEBATE. 
I have extracted these sentences, which 
I fear, however, may give but an incom­ 
plete idea of the beauty and force of the 
ensemble of the speech. 
Considerable de­ 
bate followed these eloquent words of the 
eminent orator, in which the Government 
took part and explained the infeasibility of 
the State interfering with the liberty of 
the workman, and how little desirable it 
was to establish the precedent. 
The bill 
was rejected, but an amendment reducing 
the hours from twelve to elevtn was 
passed ; that as may be seen the principle 
has been established, and all, although 
convinced of the truth of the arguments, 
decided with the interest of the master 
before them 
rather than the condition 
of the workman. 
Louis 
Blanc consid­ 
ered 
he 
had 
been 
extremely 
modest 
iu his 
demands while asking 
the re­ 
duction to ten hours, and yet it has 
proved too much for the non-progressive 
lawmakers. 
Just think. 
From (J o’clock 
in the morning until 7 at night, with an 
hour’s rest at noon, the working people of 
France are at their labors. 
No wonder 
they are becoming a stunted, misshaped 
race, 
wherein crooked 
limbs, pinched, 
homely faces, aud physical deformity in 
general, are almost as common as the per­ 
fection of the human form. 
These work­ 
men sometime live miles distant from their 
field of work, and as early as 4 and 5 
o’clock in the morning, just as pleasure- 
seeking Paris is returning to rest after 
dissipation, they may be seen moving on 
to their labors. 
W hat courage, what for­ 
titude, to so continue a lifetime, every 
day in the week, for Sunday is not a day 
of rest, and the majority of workmen are 
engaged in their work on that day, to so 
continue to the grave without so much as 
a grinding of the teeth. 
Surely these cau­ 
tious lawmakers have never in imagination 
put themselves in their place, and all 
workmen may feel grateful and proud to 
find so powerful and so earnest an advo­ 
cate of their rights as Louis Blanc, whose 
memory will long remain honored among 
them. 


INDEMNITY. 
A demand has been made of the Govern­ 
ment for an indemnification in favor of the 
victims of the coup d’etat of the 2d of 
December. 
The subject has been brought 
before the Chamber, and yesterday when 
at the tribune one of the victims reminded 
his hearers of tiie sorrow cause by the pros­ 
cription, 
husbands separated from their 
wives, children snatched from their fathers, 
families plunged in desolation by order of 
a mixed Commission, a piercing cry re­ 
sounded from the tribune, followed by a 
second and then a third. 
The orator 
stopped ; all eyes turned toward the trib­ 
une from whence came the lamentations, 
all eyes except oDe ; one man sat motion­ 
less on his seat, with his pale face bowed 
down, that man was Mr. Rouher, Prime 
Minister thirty years ago under Napoleon 
III , and it was he who had followed up 
these enemies of a crime who had caused 
all their sorrow. 
The woman who uttered 
these screams is the wife of a prescript, 
and on hearing her sufferings reiterated her 
bursting heart could no longer restrain 
itself. 
The mills of the gods grind 
slowly but surely.” . One of the bandits 
remains, the rest of whom have passed 
away ; the Emperor buried on foreign soil ; 
St. Arnaud, Morny ami others dead, one’ 
of them only left to listen to the reproach 
of his crime from the piercing screams of 
a woman, one of his victims thirty years 
after.

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SMALL TALK 
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CHURCHES 
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C urrent News on Religious M atters from 
Many Sources—A Strange Scene 
a t a Funeral 


U t i l i z i n g S o l a r H e a t . — I t is not im­ 
possible that, before our coal fields are ex­ 
hausted, we shall have discovered some 
means of doing many things without that 
fuel—at least in regions where the sun 
shines. 
W e are already acquainted with 
M. Moochot’s solar engine, but that method 
of utilizing the heat of the sun has been 
eclipsed by an improvement devised by M. 
Fifre. 
It is stated that the latter has gone 
so far as to utilize 80 per cent of the avail­ 
able heat of the sun’s rays at Baris, and 
has actually constructed an apparatus with 
which’he pumped water to a' hight of 10 
feet at a rate of over 20 gallons a minute. 
As in Mouchot’s solar engine, a reflector 
receives the light and concentrates it upon 
a boiler—in this case containing nearly 90 
gallons of water, which, under a clear 
Paris sky, begins to boil in about 40 min­ 
utes, and in a few minutes longer has suf­ 
ficient pressure to drive the engine work­ 
ing the pump.

Madagascar has 70,125 church members, 
nearly seven-ninths as many as the Con­ 
gregational 
churches of 
Massachusetts. 
The London Missionary Society has thirty 
agents there, but nearly all the pastors are 
natives. 
The Canterbury Convocation has been 
prorogued until May 
17th. 
The upper 
house passed a resolution deprecating leg­ 
islation, and declaring that the authority 
to setile matters of ritual Í3 inherent in the 
Episcopal office. 
The Baltimore Episcopal Methodist is 
hard on a certain class of do-nothings who 
infest the ministry. 
It expresses its judg­ 
ment by saying : 
“ A ministerial loaftr is 
an abomination on the earth, an ecclesi­ 
astical nuisance that ought to be abated.” 
The Christian at Work avers that there 
are pew-holdeis in a New York city church, 
who, under an old churcb charter, pay but 
$50 rental yearly for pews, go to Europe a 
year or two more, relet their pews for $40u 
or $500 a year, and pocket the difference. 
The Chinese are said to believe that the 
reason why those who read the Bible be­ 
come Christians, is due to the stupefying 
power of the ink, which takes away his 
reason and leaves him ready to believe false 
doctrines. 
Warnings against the purchase 
of foreign books are frequent iu conse­ 
quence of this superstition. 
The command of Leo X III. to the 
bishops of Poland and Russia to have 
masses offered up throughout their respect­ 
ive dioctees fur the repose of the soul of 
the late Czar has caused profound surprise 
all over the Catholic world. 
It is such a 
departure from precedent and established 
custom that many were led to conclude 
that the news was false. 
A Catholic mother once showed her child 
a beautiful doll—a St. John of an exquisite 
rose color. 
“ See,” she said, ‘’hehaBbeen 
very good, and heaven always rewards the 
good by making them beautiful.” 
“ Oh !” 
says the child, lifting its shoulders, “ don’t 
believe that, mamma. 
This little St. John 
looks very m tek because he’s all glued up, 
but if he could only move, you’d see 1” 
A rich men’s revival is looked for in Bos­ 
ton. 
“ I have noticed,” says the pastor of 
an aristocratic church, “ some awakening 
in religious matters lately. 
People have 
made a great deal of money, aud, in some 
instances, have been led to see that they 
are leading too worldly a life. I anticipate 
no marked intensity of religious fervor, 
but it is noticeable that the churches, as a 
rule, are constantly receiving accessions.” 
The Rev. W. P. Paxon, Superintendent 
of the missionary work of the American 
Sunday-school Union in the Southwest, 
whose headquarters is at St. Louis, iu a 
recent address at Boston, stated that Oliver 
Bennett, now living in Massachusetts, for­ 
merly of St. Louis, had given $1,000 a 
year for twenty years for the support uf 
Sunday-school missions in the W est, and 
that this money 
had 
organized 3,290 
schools, with more than 140 000 scholars. 
The Whitehall Reviews states that the 
list of converts “ received ” hy Monsignor 
Capel is probably longer and more varied 
than that of Cardinal Manning. 
Anglican 
clergymen, noblemen, undergraduates, men 
about town with ‘’ mystical tendencies,” 
skeptics, actors, actresses, officers, barris­ 
ters, physicians, Ritualist monks, Ameri­ 
cans, dissenters and 
stockbrokers have 
eutered the portals of the “ Mater et Mag- 
istra omnium Ecclesiarum ” under the 
magnetic influence of “ the Monsignor.” 
President Eliot, of Harvard University, 
saj s the degree of D. D. has ceased to mean 
anything, it has been distributed so indis­ 
criminately. 
This is bad. 
An eminent 
religious authority remarks that “ so many 
of the D. D.'s are neither talented nor 
learned, nor remarkable for anything but 
heaviness and stupidity, that their title is 
about all there is to them .” 
As the title 
means neither more nor less than “ teacher 
of divinity,” it can not carry much harm 
with it, even if it fail to confer high dis­ 
tinction on those who wear it. 
A mass for the dead is but a mourning 
mass. 
The celebrant clothes himself in 
vesture of grief, decks the altar in drapery 
of similar hue and places the purple, sym ­ 
bol of royal mourning, over the tabernacle. 
This ¡B a mere external pageant, and be­ 
tokens the church sympathy w ith public 
or private grief. 
For similar reasons she 
tolls the bell aud chants the funeral dirge. 
As in times of sadness, or on occasions of 
public or private joy. the church in her 
vestments and ceremonies shows that she 
has a heart to feel with the people. 
There are in England and W ales 170 dif­ 
ferent denominations, some of which differ 
on exceedingly small particulars of faith or 
practice. 
The variety ought to be great 
enough to meet the views of almost every­ 
body, of whatsoever stripe of religious 
preference. 
There are among these 170 
religious bodies about 45,000 houses of 
j worship and upward of 14,000,000 sittings. 
There are 30,000 stated ministers, of whom 
23,000 are clergy in the Church of England. 
, The members number about 3,000,000, and 
the average Sunday attendance k 10,000,­ 
000. 
In commenting on a baptism of immer­ 
sion, which occurred duriDg the past win­ 
ter, when the ice in a stream was broken 
in order to perform the ceremony, the 
Christian Register, of BostoD, suggested 
that hereafter a “ hearse should form part 
of the procession” to the ice-hole. 
The 
New York Examiner does not take well to 
thc idea, and replies that a hearse “ might 
be serviceable in the case of some Unitarian 
scoffers who looked on, but not to the Bap­ 
tists.” 
It adds “ that nothing has been 
better known through all the generations 
of BaptiBts, that when the heart is warm 
ice and snow can do no harm.” 
An amusing story is told of Gambetta. 
In a private parlor he was recently telling 
how, at the age of 20, he promised himself 
never again to pronounce the name of the 
Divine Being. 
“ You can imagine,” he 
added, 
“ how' difficult that was for one' 
who spevks often and extemporaneously, 
like myself. 
But, finally, owing to the 
extreme pains that I took, I have, thank 
God ”—the sentence was interrupted by 
peals of laughter, and Gambetta ended 
with the words, 
“ Yon see that I had 
flattered myself too much. 
I have not 
succeeded yet.” 


Professor Sayce writes to the Athenaeum 
from Jerusalem : “ Mr. Shapira has just 
returned to Jerusalem from a second jour­ 
ney to Y’eman, in the course of which he 
has obtained about 120 Hebrew manu­ 
scripts, some of them of great value. 
One 
of them, which is characterized by a pecu­ 
liar system of vowel points, is stated in an 
epigram attached to the end of Proverbs 
to have been written A.D. 945. 
Others 
contain hitherto unknown Masoretic read­ 
ing, besides copious extracts from loBt 
commentaries of Saadia and Malmonides. 
Mr. Bhapira has also secured a long roll of 
paper closely inscribed with Arabic, and 
apparently contaiuing extracts from genea­ 
logical authors.” 


One of the strangest funeral scenes re­ 
cently took place at Ancona. 
A young 
workman fell sick aud his parents called in 
a priest, who heard his confession and ad­ 
ministered the last rites. 
The yonng man 
died and his body w as carried to the parish 
church for the funeral service. 
Ten or 
twelve persons entered the church and de­ 
manded the body, st&tiDg that they were 
friends of the deceased and wished to give 
him a civil funeral. 
The request was re­ 
fused. 
They then waited outside the 
church, and when the body was carried out 
for burial they interrupted the proceedings, 
stating that the deceased had been a Free 
Mason aud Free Thinker, and that they 
would use force to gain possession of the 
body. 
The police did not interfere until 
the people who stood by showed a disposi­ 


tion to take the la w into their o w n h a n d s 
and punish the disturbers of the fnceral. 
The Jewish Messenger says that a fac 
simile copy has been received by the Pales­ 
tine Exploration Fui.d of a Pramician in­ 
scription upon the Pool of Siloam. 
It was 
first discovered by their correspondent st 
Jerusalem, a few mouths ago, and consists 
of six lines (about one hundred and fifty 
words iu all) inclosed within a tablet, the 
letters of 
which it is composed being al­ 
most identical with those ou the Moabite 
Stone. 
The Pool of Siloam is of very an­ 
cient workmanship, and is supposed to be 
connected with the waterworks made by 
King Htzekiah, and to lie supplied from a 
spring of living water iu the heart of Tem­ 
ple reck. 
The 
D a m e still exists in its 
Aarabic form in the K eirSilw an, or village 
of Siloam—a cluster of dwellings, half hov­ 
els, half natural caves, on the opposite side 
of the valley, whose inhabitants, when not 
engaged in theft, earn a scanty livelihood 
by earrj ing the water of the Pool into the 
town for sale. 
No legend remains of the 
healing power of the Pool, and it would 
be interesting if the inscription should con­ 
tain any allusion to sick persons who 
waited for thc angel to trouble the wattrs. 
Tnis is thought to be not so improbable as 
may at first sight stem, for the date is cer­ 
tainly not later than the first century of 
our era, aud may he much earlier, while it 
would appear to be the work of more than 
cue hand, and is just such a record as a 
pilgrim would leave. 


£0ME SPORTING NOTES. 


F e e d i n g Pt r r iE S . — Ou the feeding the 
growth and health of the puppies largely 
depend. 
I find them thrive best ou a 
varied diet, everything I give them being 
well cooked, except that occasionally I give 
a little si-uad lean beef or mutton raw, and 
lilis I find, if not overdone, of great bene­ 
fit to weak puppies. 
It should be given 
finely minced to young ones. 
Cows’ milk, 
it has beta contended, produces worms iu 
puppies if given unboiled. 
I have never 
found a single person holding this opinion 
who could produce a shred of proof iu sup­ 
port of it, and I think it a theory most un­ 
likely to be correct. 
Cows are, unlike 
dogs, very little subject to worms, and if 
they were, I doubt vvry much if the inilk 
is at all a likely secretion in which to meet 
with the embryo of these parasites. 
I 
have no doubt, however, that cows’ milk 
is often too rich for the assimilative powers 
of puppies, and makes them ill when given 
undiluted. 
Oatmeal porridge, stale bread, 
puppy biscuits, with milk, or broth from 
sheeps’ heads, rough bones, or pieces of 
lean meat, a few green vegetables being 
added, generally suits puppies w e ll; and a 
little bit of dry biscuit and a rough bone 
too big for them to break, to play w ith and 
exercise their teeth on, is also beneficial. 
For the first three or four months they 
should be fed four times a day, letting 
them at each meal eat as much as they will, 
but removing any food as soon as they ap­ 
pear satisfied. 
The dishes 
should be 
thoroughly cleansed after each m eal; clean 
cold watep should 
always-w ithin their 
reach. 
The antiquated practice of putting 
a lump of roll brimstone in the water has 
no practical value, the sulphur being as in­ 
soluble a paviug stone.—[Hugh Dalziel.

S h o e i n g .—Some have an idea that if a 
horse is only partly shod the fore feet 
should have shoes on. 
Now', I hold that 
both fore and hind feet should be shod, if 
the horse be used, where he requires shoes 
at all, except, perhaps, in plowing, etc., 
and for the reason, that the fore and the 
hind feet are intended for tw o distinct pur­ 
poses—the fore feet to bear the weight, and 
the hind to propel it. 
Their peculiar ami 
respective shapes prove this. 
The hind 
leg, when ready for great' action, is bent 
like the main-spring of a gun-lock, or bow, 
the straightening of which sends the ar­ 
row on its w ay 
When a horse, of his own 
accord, wants to jump a fence, he walks up 
to it, touches it with his chest, anil, seeing 
that all is clear on the other side, raises 
himself on his hind legs, and, when in the 
position of a kangaroo, one spring from the 
hind legs throws some 1.200 pounds into 
the next field, when his fore legs in turn 
receive his entire weight, then the hind legs 
come again to the ground to propel the 
horse onward. 
If, therefore, the fore feet 
require EhoeiDg to bear the weight, the 
hind require it to propel the whole in such 
service. 
If you break a deer's hind leg he 
is yours ; if his fore, he isn’t. 
How many 
horses have 
lost their 
race from the 
loss of a shoe, thin as it is? 
How many 
cavalry horses have been lost from the want 
of shoes ? 
The strongest recommendation 
I ever w rote for any man was for one of my 
farriers whose diligence saved hundreds of 
my horses 1 
How many have fallen on ice, 
breaking either their own legs or their 
rider’s, from not being rough-shod ? 
How 
many horses fall on street pavements from 
this Bame cause ? 
How could cutter races 
be run on ice bnt for rough shoeing?__

dairy and the kitchen, see to it that there 
is no dwelling-plsce for kitchen and dairy 
utensils in common. 
Milk and butter 
should never be in the same safe—or even 
pantry—with the cold meats, fish or aro­ 
matic vegetables—nor even in the ice-box, 
if there is any doubt about the cleanness of 
the ice. 
The ice-pitcher should be sup­ 
planted by the bottle—the icater-bottle— 
fill it with pure water, stop it well and set 
on the ice ad libitum—serve cold. 
Milk 
and butter can be treated in the same way. 
And as for the mouth, it should be rinsed 
with clean water after every meal, and 
washed with soap and a soft brush occa­ 
sionally.

EMILE 
DE 
GIRARDIN. 


SOME DANGEROUS TENDENCIES OF THE 
TIMES. 


The subject of these remarks was one of 
the few enterprising journalists France has 
produced. 
He was quite free from the 
shackles of conviction, being in politics a 
thorough Vicar of Bray. 
But he had 
w hat might be called the journalistic 
faculty, ami he was the first to introduce 
many reforms and improvements into a 
press which has remained, nevertheless, 
conspicuously behind that of the Umted 
States and England. 
He conceived and 
carried to successful execution the idea of 
a cheap morning journal, having estab­ 
lished the />.--■ upon this principle, and 
having acquired a considerable fortune 
from that property, 
lie was also the in­ 
ventor of that peculiarly French journal­ 
istic institution, the ftuilleton, or daily 
installment 
of 
fiction 
or 
li_;ht 
liter­ 
ature. 
This 
idea 
has .since 
become 
universal, 
and 
no 
French 
newspaper 
could exist without it, while with 
a 
great many it constitutes the maiu attrac­ 
tion. 
M. dt Girardin was a fighting man 
as well as a writer, as indeed every French 
journalist 
has 
to be. 
Having 
killed 
his principal 
business 
rival, 
Armand 
Carrel, 
in 
a 
duel, 
he 
made 
th at 
melancholy 
and 
suspicious 
event 
an 
excuse for Dover fighting again, and no 
doubt the apology proved extremely useful 
eventually, since the pen of Girardin was 
neither temperate nor scrupulous. 
He was 
a man of undoubted talent, but equally un­ 
doubted corruptness. 
He was equally' 
willing to defend a revolution or to play 
the lackey to Louis Napoleon. 
He cannot 
lie regarded as an engaging specimen of 
French journalism, but it is certain that 
he never forfeited the respect of his col­ 
league®, though he v. as ofteu unpopular 
with the masses. 
On the whole it may be 
s..id that M. de Girardin was a type of 
journalist of which France would do well 
to rid herself as soon as possible, and 
ev in the new ideas which he introduced 
cmild only have had the charm of novelty 
ia a country which has not to this day 
ev- r produced a really enterprising or 
c r ditable newspaper.

Nothing is more common than laments 
over the prevalence of corruption iu Amer­ 
ican politics at the present time, and few 
laments of the kind have ever been better 
founded. 
There has never been so much 
corruption in our politics, and the situation 
is growing worse continually. A t the same 
time there is a popular feverishness and 
restlessness which find expression in all 
manner of extravagant movements. 
It 
we wish to ascertain the causes of the evils 
we deplore, and to discover the lemedies 
for them, we must note the phenomena 
carefully. 
And in the first place we shall 
perceive that 
the most 
marked 
pop­ 
ular tendency of the times is a disposition 
to curtail the liberties of others under 
more or less 
plausible pretexts. 
The 
real meaning of the measures proposed is 
never set nakedly before the public. 
It is 
always disguised as carefully as possible. 
It is always bidden behind some specious 
pretense of protection for the people gen­ 
erally. 
But no m atter w hat the ostensible 
purpose, the tendency is towards the de­ 
privation of liberties in some direction. 
Now this is one of the most alarming 
symptoms. 
All pleas for arbitaryf meas­ 
ures under the excuse th at they are re­ 
quired to protect the interests of the 
majority arc movemeuts towards despot­ 
ism. 
The late Lord Derby had a very 
sound view of this kind of thing when ho 
addressed the workingmen on one occasion 
and told them “ there is hardly a despot­ 
i s m since the world Legan that has not 
“ founded itself on tire plea th at it would 
“ carry into effect more surely than free 
“ citizens the recognized will of the major- 
“ ity. 
To refuse to recognize the freedom 
“ of your neighbors is the first step tow ards 
“ losing your own.” 
That last is a very 
pregnant sentence, and it is the keynote 
to the present situation. 
For a refusal to 
recognize the freedom of our neighbors is 
the most conspicuous tendency of the 
period. 
Everywhere we hear suggestions 
being made which when analyzed prove to 
be neither more nor less than methods of 
taking 
away 
the 
liberties of 
some 
class or grade, and subjecting th at class or 
grade 
to special disabilities—always in 
the name of popular sovereignty. 
Now 
there is no peculiar magic in t; at name. 
Popular sovereignty contains all the ele­ 
ments of the most cruel despotism. 
The 
tyranny of a mob is worse than th a t of 
an individual. 
And when such injustice 
is covered with the preteuse of popular 
necessity it is apt to blind the masses 
completely, and so they will be led on from 
one wrong to another, never realizing until 
too late that, as Lord L>crby puts it, “ to 
“ refuse to recognize the freedom of your 
“ neighbors is the fiist stop towards losing 
“ your own.” 
The form which this tendency to invade 
the liberties of our neighbors takes is that 
of Paternalism. 
We are told that the 
Government should do this, the Govern­ 
ment should du th a t; that individuals 
ought to be prevented from doing this or 
th at ; that the law should interfere to 
regulate the profits of 
c rtain invest­ 
ments ; that the Btate should set up cer­ 
tain shadowy claims under cover of which 
it may’ confiscate private property : that 
by employing the shibboleth of “ a public 
“ u se ” the Legislature acquires a power 
to interfere in any private business what 
ever, and to take away its profits, and to 
give them to the people ; that in general 
the individual has no rights as against the 
community, but holds everything ho pos­ 
sesses on sufferance. 
It is to bo observed 
that these doctrines are strangely’ and 
alarmingly like those which prevailed in 
the i Id city republics of Greece, and which 
led to the disruption and ruin of those 
governments. 
The ancient Greeks never 
knew what individual liberty was. 
They 
always subordinated the c:t z.n to the 
State. 
They recognized no freedom but 
th at of the State, and to preserve that 
they subjected the individual to depriva­ 
tions and interferences which would be 
thought intolerable now. 
And therefore such states of society 
could not endure. 
N ot understanding 
freedom they were constantly alternating 
different fqrms of anarchy and oppression. 
This is the natural result of the Paternal 
line of theories, and therefore the develop­ 
ment of that lice in this country at pres­ 
ent should be watched jealously. 
The 
tendency towards Paternalism also 
fos­ 
ters demagogisin. 
Dishonest and 
un- 
principleel men are needed to expound 
doctrines which involve fulsome flattery of 
the many at the expense of the liberties 
of the few. 
Wise and self respecting men 
will not indorse these dangerous sophisms, 
and therefore they are excluded from pub­ 
lic life. 
And the whole of our present 
political machinery is calculated to lulp 
the demagogue and to maintain the ex­ 
clusion of tho honest patriot. For wo make 
the tenure of office dependent upon the 
favor of the Congressman, aud we allow 
the 
least 
scrupulous 
and 
honest 
elements 
in 
society 
to 
manage the 
election of 
Congressmen. 
The 
la tttr 
therefore owo their elevation, not to the 
people, but to the wire-pullers, and these 
wire-pullers must be rewarded with public 
offices. 
Thus the public service is prosti­ 
tuted and perverted. It ceases to represent 
the people at all. 
It becomes at once the 
means of 
rewarding those who 
have 
cheated the people into making unfit gier- 
sons Congressmen, and of 
maintaining 
those unfit persons iu Congress subse­ 
quently. 
It is not to be wondered at that 
Congress resists civil service reform. 
The 
most unfortunate thing for the country is 
the fact th at Congress has any’ authority 
in the premises, for it is as unlikely to fa­ 
vor reform iu that direction a3 a gang of 
thieves would be to establish more efficient 
detective machinery. 
So the office-seekers and the demagogues 
work hand-in-hand, aud the people have 
less and less to do w ith the Government, 
and the tendency towards Paternalism 
grows stronger, because everybody recog­ 
nizes the growth of corruption in politics, 
while very few take the pains to ascertain 
whence this corruption springs. 
Tho gen­ 
eral tendency is tow ard the exclusion of fit 
and honest men from politics ; towards 
the bringing forwarJ of the most uuprin- 
cipled demagogu s ; towards tho abandon­ 
ment of all political work to the least 
scrupulous hands : towards tho surrender 
of tho offices to such as will work har­ 
moniously with these elements. 
It in­ 
volves the necessity of more ultra aud 
extravagant appeals to Paternalism, as 
tho easiest mode of appeasing the incvit- 
a’dc ib u '-nd for reform which the masses 
*. ...» 
xp . a . 
T us year by year the 


disposition to curtail the liberties of others 
is likely to increase, and as national poli­ 
tics become more corrupt the people will 
more im patiently demand and less re­ 
luctantly sanction these invasions. 
Thus 
Lord Derby’s remark, that “ to refuse to 
“ recognize the freedom of your neighbors 
“ is the first step towards losing your 
“ own,” is being borne out continually, 
and threatens 
to have 
very dangerous 
and disagreeable illustrations in the near 
future. 
The truth is that freedom can only be 
maintained by unceasing 
watchfulness. 
The tendency is always to destroy the 
equilibrium. 
Nearly all the movements 
of society are away 
from 
instead of 
toward 
the 
development 
of 
greater 
liberty. 
We are perpetually falling back 
to the narrow position of our ancestors. 
We are perpetually tending to copy tho 
tyranny which they practiced under the 
name of liberty. 
W hen we propose to 
make people temperate by force ; w hen we 
propose to equalize social conditions by 
arbitrary legislation : when we introduce 
sumptuary law3 under the guise of pro­ 
tection to the people; when we excuse 
the confiscation of A’s property by assert­ 
ing the sovereignty of B, C and D, in all 
these and a score of other instances we 
arc retrograding instead of advancing, and 
are losing the freedom we enjoyed instead 
of extending it. 
It is time to call a halt 
in this connection, aud to look well at our 
course, for unless this is done we are in 
great danger of drifting into circumstances 
■which will render the perpetuation of free 
institutions no longer possible.

LOOKING UGLIER 


THE ISCKEi.SE OF NEF.V0U3 DISEASES 


A New York physician, writing to the 
Sun, observes that there is a marked in- 
ciea^e in nervous diseases amoug Americans 
of the present generation, and that the in­ 
dications justify a belief that this tendency 
will steadily proceed if the present general 
conditions of life are maintained. 
He 
says, “ W e have to-day, as Americans, a 
“ morbid nervousness, which I consider to 
“ be an entirely new state of the system, 
“ developing itself in modern society, and 
“ making itself manifest by neuralgia, sick 
“ headache, dyspepsia, 
hay fever, and 
“ nervous exhaustion. This unprecedented 
“ nervousness, when it does not pa.-s into 
“ actual disease, is also indicated by our 
“ increased sensitiveness to heat aud cold, 
“ a n d a greatly augmented susceptibility 
“ to the action of the stimulants and nar- 
“ cotics. * * * . 
Bright’s disease of the 
“ kidneys, nephritis, and granular kiduev 
“ are also caused aud aggravated by mental 
“ worry and anxiety. 
H eart dFeasts are 
“ also increasing steadily particularly those 
“ of neurotic origin aud nature, 
Rheuma- 
“ tism and gout, iu both of which there is 
“ a neurotic element, are more severe than 
“ they were years ago. 
Life, even though 
“ it be not shortened, ia often rendered 
“ miserable by so-called-mild nervous dis- 
“ orders, such as hysteria, herpes zoster, 
“ urticaria, writers’ cramp, and sick head­ 
* ‘ ache. ” 
He adds that the consumption of sedatives 
and stim ulants is increasing alarmingly ; 
that the use of morphine aud other opiates 
has never been so general as at present ; 
aud that “ the neurotic circle iu society is 
“ increasing out of proportion to the in- 
“ crease of population, as well as the dis- 
“ tinctly insane circle of society.” 
The 
causes of these changes he thinks are the 
increasing complexity of the nervous sys­ 
tem, and the increasing complexity of life. 
There is reason to believe that the brain is 
becoming more and more complex, in re­ 
spouse to tlio increased demand upon it, 
and while the nervous system is thus rein­ 
forced, the general constitution is thrown 
out i f balance. 
The obvious remedies, or 
pallia: Ives, for this 6tatc of things are, 
iiist, more muscular exorcise; second, less 
mental exercise. 
It may be questioned 
whether the second of these is likely to be 
duly attended to. 
As a rule it is useless 
to tell men engaged in active pursuits that 
they are working too hard for their health. 
They have established habits of applica­ 
tion, and they find it easier to yield to 
those habits than to combat them. 
They 
are generally in the condition of Sir W alter 
S.-ott, who, when in his last illness he was 
told by 103 physicians that he must not 
work, replied : “ You might as well put the 
“ kettle on the fire and then tell it not to 
“ boil.” 
He could not he’p working, and 
he died in harness. 
Tüis is the rule, and it is why so many 
energetic aud strong-brained men in these 
days drop out of the ranks apparently in 
the full Hush of success. 
They will not 
or cannot heed the warnings of science, 
and so they go on until a crisis is reached, 
and then they collapse. 
But it is evident 
that the only results of a great increase in 
this kind of thing must be to eliminate the 
high-strung element completely. 
For those 
who have developed their nervous system 
at the expense of their constitution will 
either fail to perpetuate their race, or will 
hand down their own weaknesses to their 
children, and 
thus 
produce a feebler 
breed, and one less able to contend with its 
surroundings. 
The ultim ate outcome of 
the present blind and irrational struggle 
for wealth and place, therefore, must be to 
retare! the 
progress of civilization by 
throwing back the weight of that progress 
upon a less intelligent but more bardy ele­ 
ment. 
Tho brute development will out­ 
strip the intellectual in a continuous con­ 
test, and thus the very passion of ad­ 
vancement will defeat its owu purposes. 
A due regard to muscular training may 
however be had in the education of the 
young, aud thus they may be preserved 
from a great part of the evils which are 
fastening more and more upon their seniors. 
Judging from the tendencies of the times 
towards 
increased brain 
development, 
there ia little danger of excessive ath­ 
letic e x . rcises. 
In fact until within the 
past ten years, or since the war, athletic 
training has been far too generally neglected 
iu this country, and even now it is only be­ 
ginning to be taken up iu a systematic way. 
Outdoor 
exercise, 
muscular 
exercise, 
plenty of relaxation and recreation, aré 
what we all want, aud what wo all ought 
to have tenfold inore of than we ever get. 
[ Both old and young deprive themselves too 
much of holidays and resting places in life, 
and what is very much to the purpose, wo 
do not gain anything by this hot haste 
and unresting work. 
There are very 
few men nowadays who do not worry 
themselves twice a3 muoh as they have 
any need to over their business, and still 
fewer who have the resolution to break 
away from it at intervals, and give them­ 
selves change of scene and air and occupa­ 
tion. 
And the result is that people grow 


The star mail route case is taking on an 
uglier aspect. 
The worst feature about it 
so far is the attem pt of Brady aud his 
friends to intimidate the President. 
The 
fact that the 
Washington Republican, 
svhich is edited by Gorham and said to be 
owned by Brady, has already entered upon 
this course, as shown in the article inti­ 
mating t’oat the President allowed himself 
to be helped in the late campaign with 
money derived from the star route con­ 
tractors, is the most damaging indication 
yet given on the part of the ring. 
The 
presumption that this ring is afraid 6f ex- 
.posure, aud that it is resolved to threaten 
the Administration with implication iu its 
dishonesties as a k st resort, isjuuavoidably 
drawn from this proceeding. 
It must also 
be admitted that the connection of Gor­ 
ham with the Brady party as its champion 
and defender is suspicious, and that in 
fact the actions of the l ing up to the pres­ 
ent time have been such as to strengthen 
instead of weakening the impression that 
a great scandal is abont to be laid bare. 
The course of tho Republican in the m atter 
is not that of a journal firm in the consci­ 
ousness of a good cause, but it is rather 
that of a brazen criminal caught in the act, 
who turns round and threatens his captors 
with slander unless they abandon tlic pro­ 
secution. 
It is also a particularly foolish 
conree, 6iuce it is clear that in the face of 
these impudent menaces the President has 
no alternative but to press the investiga­ 
tion, no m atter w hat the consequences 
may be. 
Should it result iu such disclosures as 
will compel the Senate to drop Gorham 
suddenly and finally, this consummation 
will be gladly welcomed all over the Pacific 
coast, and wherever else th at person’s an­ 
tecedents are known. 
It is now said that 
during the late campaign Brady wrote to 
General Garfield and proposed to raise 
§23,000 from the star-route contractors for 
campaign purposes, but that General Gar­ 
field declined to accept the proposition, 
and that its character caused him to en­ 
tertain 
the suspicion 
which led him, 
after his election, to order the present in­ 
vestigation. 
It is not at all probable that 
the President did anything to put himself 
in the power of men whom he believed 
then to be dishonest, and whose practices 
he was determined to uncover. 
He is far 


loo mature a politician to be caught in any 
such trap as that, and the very fact that 
he is urging the inquiry, and that he has 
declared his intention to push it until all 
the circumstances are known, must be re­ 
garded as disproving any story of the kind 
hinted at by Gorham and his paper. 
Jf Brady and the star mail contractors 
have nothing to be ashamed or afraid of 
they would, as a matter of course, not en­ 
deavor to prevent this inquiry from being 
made. 
But they are acting in such a way 
as to almost necessitate the assumption of 
their guilt, 
aud it ia plain th at they 
are alarmed. 
Tho report that Gorham is 
personally involved in the rogueries of the 
ring derives some support from his present 
attitude. 
A man in his peculiar position 
ought to remain as quiet as possible. 
Cer­ 
tainly it is his interest to do so. 
B ut he 
has thrown himself into a battle with the 
Administration, and he has thus made it 
evident that the attack upon Brady signi­ 
fies even more to him than the Seoretary- 
ship of the .Senate. 
Gorham has never 
shown aay real tact or judgment iu his 
political course. 
Ho has never been able 
to achieve aDyihing that could not be ac­ 
complished by the familiar and hackneyed 
devices of 
the 
commonest wire-puller. 
A t packing conventions lie has shown some 
skill, but when it comes to adopting a 
policy or organizing an intelligent line 
of action, bated upon reasoning, lie has 
always failed conspicuously. 
The indications are that another W ater­ 
loo is in store for him and his last batch of 
ring associates. 
Of couise the Adminis­ 
tration is not to be terrified by mysterious 
and half-veiled intimations. 
It has en­ 
listed for the war, and it will fight it out 
to the end. 
Messrs. Brady, Gorham & 
Co. have begun with a disastrous blunder, 
and if they do not mend their policy they 
will come to grief speedily. 
The ring may 
be very compact and very stubborn, as 
has been intimated, but the main facts of 
the star route contracts cannot be con­ 
cealed, and even if the evidence is not 
quite sufficient to send the treasury-robbcrs 
to the Penitentiary, it may easily be enough 
to disgrace them effectually. 
President 
Garfield is said to have plenty of staying 
power, aud this is an occasion on which 
he will have to exhibit it. 
H e has shown 
no signs of weakness yet in his contest 
with the Republican Senators, and there­ 
fore there is reason to anticipate that he 
will hold out against the mail contractors 
and their tools as 
determinedly. 
At 
present the main requirement of the case 
is more facts, aud it is to be hoped tli^t 
the officers who have the investigation in 
their hands will shortly bo in a position 
to tell enough of w hat they know to guide 
the public to an approximately just con- 
elusion. 


PROHIBITION 
IN KANE AS. 


The temperance movement in Kansas 
will be watched with keen interest by the 
rest of the country, but it ought to he 
clearly understood at the outset that it is 
not iu any sense an attem pt to coerce a 
large number of dissentient people into 
abandoning drink, but is little more than a 
general ratification by the Kausas people 
of customs which they have already been 
practicing lor years. 
In fact Kausas has 
long been a temperance State. 
The people 
have of their own volition given up the use 
of fermented drinks, and this has become 
the general and all but universal practice 
throughout the State. The prohibition law 
therefore which has just been enacted, aud 
which is about to go into effeet, will really 
do little more than put the final seal upon 


i the judgment of the community. 
Kansas 
in fact has worked out for herself the 
problem of emancipation from intoxicating 
drinks, at least apparently. 
We do not 
think there is any ground for mistrusting 
the reality of the conversion, either, though 
whether it 
is 
permanent or not time 
alone can tell. 
It is, however, a voluntary 
and cheerful abandonment, and not a com­ 
pulsory surreuder, and herein lies the 


justification of the measure. 
Under snch 
conditions the 
temperance 
experiment 
ought to be tried most favorably. 
W hat­ 
ever social and moral benefits go with 
temperance ought to be developed rapidly 
in Kansas. 
There shonld be a marked 
access of intellectual 
advancem ent; an 
equally marked diminution of crime and 
pauperism ; a decided rise in the average 
health and longevity of the people; a 
decided decrease in the ratio of infant mor­ 
tality. 
In short, whatever blessings tem­ 
perance (or rather total abstinence) can 
bring, ought to be recognized in Kansas 
under the new dispensation, for it is im­ 
possible that the test can ever be made 
under 
more 
advantageous 
circum­ 
stances. 
At 
the 
same 
time 
it 
is 
clear 
that 
no 
conclusions 
as 
to 
the 
advisability of introducing the Kansas 
system elsewhere, are deducible. 
The first 
necessity of such legislation is the prelimi­ 
nary concurrence of the people. 
That 
preliminary concurrence implies an educa­ 
tion in the practice of temperance such 
as no other community has yet acquired. 
Had this law been forced upon a rebellious 
and unwilling community its utter failure 
could 
have been confidently predicted. 
No laws which are not supported by pub­ 
lic opinion can ever be enforced. 
That 
maxim is of universal application. Kan­ 
sas therefore 
may succeed 
in 
lier ex 
periment, but if she does it will not 
follow th at it would be possible to apply 
the same legislation to less advanced com­ 
munities. 
We may’ learn from Kansas 
w hat advantages 
the 
abandonment of 
drinking can give to a community, but 
we cannot learn from her how to compel 
a community to civilize itself faster than 
its normal dispositions impel it. 


SEA Ro’ 
AM ENDMENT. 


It is difficult to understand how any 
member of the Senate could have found it 
compatible with a faithful observauce of 
his official oath to vote for the provision 
called Bears’ Amendment. 
It is still Inore 
difficult to understand how there could 
have been any doubt as to the flagrant and 
downright uuconstitutionalily of that pro­ 
vision. 
I t appears to us that the case is as 
plain and unambiguous as human reason­ 
ing can make it. 
Tho Constitution de­ 
clares th at at an extra session the Legisla­ 
ture shall coniine itself to the measures 
named by the Governor in his call. 
In 
the present case the Governor did not 
name the Drainage Act. 
It was therefore 
utterly inadmissable for the Legislature to 
consider that question, and Senator Stars, 
in proposing hi* amendment- to the appro­ 
priation bill, squarely defied the constitu­ 
tional provision. 
As to the talk about au­ 
thority to do indirectly what cannot be 
done directly, it is all nonsense, aud the 
Senators who have made such arguments 
know it to be nonsense. 
If this sophistry 
were 
once 
admitted 
the 
Legislature 
could go to work and change all the legis­ 
lation of the regular seesiou. It could undo 
and nullify whatever has been done in any 
direction, aud it could entirely evade the 
constitutional limitation upon the extra 
session. 
Wo have no doubt at all that the 
so-called Sear’s amendment is a violation 
of the Constitution, nor have we any doubt 
that the insertion of such a provision in a 
tax levy bill may’ invalidate it. 
Mem­ 
bers will do well to be careful how they 
indorse gross and patent illegalities such 
as this, for the consequences are liable to 
be very much broader and more serious 
than they seem to realize, 
Tiie present 
Legislature has made itself a sufficiently 
evil reputation already, but should it, after 
squandering fifty thousand dollars of the 
public money, finally Ecnd forth a tax levy’ 
bill which would not hold water, it would 
discover that it had overestimated the 
extent of the popular patience. 


B U 1LER 
ON 
MAHORE. 


1 hitler’s speech on the Malione bargain 
appears to. us to have summarized with 
considerable force the circumstances upon 
which the country long since made up 
its mind th at such a bargain had been 
arranged. 
It is absurd to say that he did 
not present any specific evidence, because 
everyone knows th at th at kind of evidence 
is never to be had in suo’n cases. 
No doubt 
if he could have got at the proceedings of 
the Republican caucus he would have been 
in a position to make a still stronger 
showing ; 
but as it is his case may 
be regarded as made, and no amount 
of denial will afftct the general belief. 
The really 
marvelous 
feature 
of 
this 
case 
is 
that 
the 
Republicans 
should at any time have thought it pos­ 
sible to deceive the country as to their 
compact with Mahone. 
The facts cited 
by Butler, no one of which can be denied, 
constitute when taken together evidence 
enough to convict a man of almost any­ 
thing upon. 
They are assuredly enough 
for the public, aud if the I’epmblioau Sena­ 
tors retain any’ vestige of common sense 
they will cease to stultify themselves by 
pretending denials of what every intelli­ 
gent observer perceives to be tho truth. 
It is discreditable enough to have made 
such a bargain, but it is contemptible to 
make false representations concerning it. 


AN IMPOSSIBLE SITUATION. 


The present situation of the Emperor of 
Russia is clearly one which cannot be tol­ 
erated for any length of time. 
If he is 
obliged through fear of the Nihilists to im­ 
prison himself in a fortress, and to sur­ 
round himself with Cossacks and electric 
signals, it is clear th at the strain has al­ 
ready reached a point of tension which 
cannot be maintained. 
It in fact the pres­ 
ervation of his life really depends upon his 
keeping all these elaborate contrivances in 
working order, and if he cannot diminish 
the danger iu any respect, he is practically 
a dead Czar to-day, since he cannot be sure 
that there will not at any moment occur a 
flaw in his defenses, in which case his vigi­ 
lant enemies will of course avail themselves 
of their opportunity. 
I t might be thought 
that death was, on the whole, preferable to 
such a life, and unless the Czar can devise 
better methods of guarding himself, or c an 
eliminate 
the 
Nihilists completely, his 
reign will be neither long nor happy. 
At 
present no one of his own Cossacks Vould 
be willing to chango plajes with the 
wretched Emperor. 


THE TAX ON BOOKS. 


The Treasury Department has issued an 
order declaring th at “ hereafter all books, 
“ of whatever value, imported under the 
“ Act of March 3, 1879, will be treated as' 
“ dutiable at 25 pier cent, atl valorem." 
We understand this order to have reference 
to books imported through the mails alone, 
but we cannot understand how the im­ 


portation of books through the mails can 
justify the Treasury Department in violat­ 
ing tbe provisions of the general tariff law 
in this connection. 
T hat law, unless it 
has been altered very recently, provides 
th at there shall be no impiort duty upxm 
books printed prior to 1S51, the intention 
of course being to adm it second-hand and 
old kooks free. 
The tariff on recent 
foreign literature is of itself one of the 
most barbarous and indefensible of all the 
fiscal imbecilities under which the country 
groans, and it is in a special manner a 
discredit to our boasted civilization. 
For 
no w orthier, purpiose than the protection 
of a few American publishers it pwactically 
impxjscs upion all American scholars a tax 
equal to cent pier ceDt. on all the foreign 
literature they are obliged to procure ; and 
as by far the greater portion of this con­ 
sists of works which arc never reprinted 
iu this country, the impiost is not only 
oppressive but wantonly useless. 
The 
new order appears, so far as we can judge, 
to be intended to make book-buyers aud 
libraries pay an illegal tax upon a class of 
books which have hitherto been imported 
duty free.

THE DRAINAGE ACT. 


Proceedings Commenced by the Attorney- 
General to Test Its Constitutionality, 


A suit, preliminary to obtaining a decision 
of the Supreme Court as to the constitution­ 
ality of the Drainage or Debris Act, was con .- 
menced and disposed of in the Superior Court 
of this county before Judge Denson yester­ 
day. The action is brought by the State, 
represented by Attorney-General H art and 
J. A . Dickinson, of San Francisco, and 
against W. H. Parks, Xiles Searles and W. 
F. Knox, Directors of Drainage District iso. 
1, for whom I. S. Belcher appears. 
T he com plainant alleges th a t the defend­ 
ants on or about the 14th of Ju n e , 1880, 
usurped the office of m em bers of the B oard of 
D irectors of D rainage D istrict Ñ o. 1, and 
have since unlaw fully w ithheld said office 
and unlaw fully discharged the duties th e re o f; 
th a t on M ay 26, 1880, the S tate E ngineer 
subm itted to G overnor Perkins, Surveyor- 
G eneral S hanklin and the S tate Engineer, 
who were then assum ing to act as a Board of 
D .aiuage Com m issioners, nnder the A ct of 
A pril 23, 1880, his report, recom m ending the 
form ation of a drainage d is tric t; th a t on the 
28th d iy of M ; y said Com m issioners adopted 
said report, am ended, and form ed D rainage 
D istrict No. 1. 
T h at th e Governor, in ac 
c irdauee w ith said D rainage or D ebris A ct, on 
the 8th of Ju n e , appointed the said defend­ 
ants as D irectors of said pretended D rainage 
D istrict Ño. 1, and they duly qualified to act 
as such ; th a t the form ation of said district 
and appointm ent of said D irectors was w ith­ 
out authority of low and void ; th a t said D i­ 
rectors are about to 
enter into engage­ 
m ents for the construction of dykes, em ­ 
bankm ents, levees and other works for d rain ­ 
age of said pretended di-trict, and the im ­ 
provem ent and rectification of river chan­ 
nels therein, thereby to incur the expendi­ 
ture of m oney to be paid by s:iid district and 
to the great and irreparable in ju ry of the 
residents and taxpayers thereof ; th a t said 
defendants as such D irectors are about to 
levy a tax upon the property in said d istrict 
of one-tw entieth of one per cent, on the 
value of the property of said district, said tax 
being for the year from O ctober, 1881, to Oc­ 
tober, 1882 ; th a t if said tax is levied num er­ 
ous actions will result to prevent the collec­ 
tion of the sam e ; therefore the plaintiffs 
prays for judgm ent against the said defend­ 
ants : 
F irs t—T h at defendants, and each of them , 
he ousted from said office of D irector of 
D rainage D istrict N o. 1. 
Second—T h a t said 
defendants 
be per­ 
petually enjoined and restrained from lettiug 
any contracts for the building of d ik e s, em ­ 
bankm ents or other w ork for the drainage of 
said district. 
T h ird —T h at said defendants be perpetu­ 
ally enjoined from levying any tax w hatever 
upon tu e property, or any property w ithin 
said district for the purpose of providing 
funds for the paym ent of the cost of building 
wo ks of drainage or for any other purpose. 
F o u rth —F o r a decree of C ourt determ in­ 
ing th a t said asserted D rainage D istrict N o 1 
has n o t been legally form ed, and is not a 
drainage d i-trict. 
A ccom panying th e petition was filed an 
agreed statem ent of facts, reciting the p as­ 
sage of the D ebris A ct, th e form ation of the 
district, the appointm ent of the def- udants 
as D irectors, and th eir acts as such, as re­ 
ferred to in th e com plaint. 
* 
In answ er, the counsel for the defendants 
filed a general denial, and asked for the dis­ 
missal of the case, w ith costs, etc. 
The case was subm itted upon th e pleadings 
and agreed strte m e n t of facts, w hereupon the 
C ourt gave ju d g m en t in favor of th e defend­ 
ants, w ith cost», and dism issed the action 
w ithout day. 
N otice of appeal to the S u­ 
prem e C o u rt w as filed, and it is expected will 
be beard a t the approaching term .

Proceeding's Commenced by the Attorney- 
General to Test Its Constitutionality, 


A suit, preliminary to obtaining a decision 
of the Supreme Court as to the constitution­ 
ality of the Drainage or Debris Act, was cod .- 
menced and disposed of in the Superior Court 
of this county before Judge Denson yester­ 
day. 
The action is brought by the State, 
represented by Aitoraey-General H art and 
J . i t. Dickinson, of San Francisco, and 
against \V. H. Parks, Niles Searles and \V. 
F. Knox, Directors of Drainage D istrict No. 
1, for whom I. S. Belcher appears. 
The com plainant alleges th at the defend­ 
ants on or ahout the 14 th of June, 1SS0, 
usurped the uffice of members of the Board of 
Directors of Drainage D istrict No. 1, and 
have since unlawfully withheld said office 
and unlawfully discharged the duties thereof; 
that on M ay 26, 18S0, the State Engineer 
subm itted to Governor Perkins, Surveyor- 
General Shankiin and the State Engineer, 
who were then assuming to act as a Board of 
D.aiuage Commissioners, under the Act of 
A pril 23, 1880, his report, recommending the 
formation of a drainage d istrict; that on the 
28th day of M y said Commissioners adopted 
said repurt, amended, and formed Drainage 
D istrict No. 1. 
T hat the Governor, in ac 
cirdance with said Drainage or Debris Act, on 
the 8tb of June, appointed the said defend­ 
ants as Directors of said pretended Drainage 
D istrict No. 1, and they duly qualified to act 
as such ; th at the formation of said district 
and appointm ent of said Directors was w ith­ 
out authority of law and void ; th at said Di­ 
rectors are about to 
enter into engage­ 
ments for the construction of dykes, em­ 
bankments, levees aud other works for drain­ 
age of said pretended di-trict, and the im­ 
provement and rectification of river chan­ 
nels therein, thereby to incur the expendi­ 
ture of money to be paid by said district and 
to the great and irreparable injury of the 
residents and taxpayers thereof ; that said 
defendants as such Directors are about to 
k vy a tax upon the property in said district 
of one-twentietfi of one per cent, on the 
value of the property of said district, said tax 
being for the year from October, 1881, to Oc­ 
tober, 3882 ; that if said tax is levied numer­ 
ous actions will result to prevent the collec­ 
tion of the same ; therefore the plaintiffs 
prays for judgment against the said defend­ 
ants : 
F irst—That defendants, and each of them, 
be misted from said office of Director of 
Drainage D istrict Nv. 1. 
Second—That said 
defendants 
be per­ 
petually enjoined and restrained from letciug 
any contracts for the building of dvkes, em 
ba'-kments or other work for the drainage of 
said district. 
Third—That said defendants be perpetu­ 
ally enjoined from levying any tax whatever 
upon tiie properly, or any property within 
said district for the purpose of providing 
funds for the payment of the cost of building 
woiks of drainage or for any other purpose. 
F ourth—For a decree of Court determin­ 
ing th at said asserted Drainage District No 1 
lias not been legally formed, and is not a 
drainage district. 
Accompanying the petition was filed an 
agreed statem ent of facts, reciting the pas 
sage of the Debris Act, the formation of the 
district, the appointm ent of the def- ndanta 
as Directors, and their acts as such, as re­ 
ferred to in the complaint. 
* 
In answer, the counsel for the defendants 
filed a general denial, and asked for the dis­ 
missal of the case, with costs, etc. 
The case was submitted upon the pleadings 
and agreed statem ent of facts, whereupon the 
Court gave judgm ent in favor of the defend­ 
ants, with costs, and dismissed the action 
w ithout day. 
Notice of appeal to the Su­ 
preme C ourt was filed, aud it is expected will 
be heard at the approaching term.

The fuel generally 
used is fcharcnal. 
The fnruaces are chiefly 
of very old form, built of stone or brick 
the interior rectangular, 
and the well 
round ; they art- generally cold-blast, and 
their height varies from 30 to 50 f e e t; in 
C entral Russia, the average is 40 feet. 
All 
the system s of blast-heating are in force, 
and the blast-cngincs are various. 
In the 
old furnaces, single cylinder vertical en­ 
gines are generally used : the furnaces of 
newer construction have double cylinder 
vertical engines, sometimes oscillating cyl­ 
inder engines. 
A small num ber of fur­ 
naces in South Russia use coal.

W hen 1 lie article you desire to ebonize ia 
made, examine it to see if it has a per­ 
fectly smooth and even surface. 
I t is far 
better if it is of hard wood, and the liner 
th e grain the greater your success and the 
less your labor. 
If 
th e surface is not 
sm ooth and the graia close reduce it w ith 
fioe sand-paptr, and finally w ith rotten 
stone and w ater.. Now shellac it and rub 
th at down to lili th e grain completely. 
S .rae use glue-w ater ; we prefer shellac. 
N ext prepare this m ixture, and in doing so 
use close gloves, as also throughout in 
handling, as it is a bad anu enduring 
siain to th e skin. 
Procure a handful iff 
steel filings at a m achine shop, or saw filers. 
P u t them into a full (or more) half pint of 
best vinegar in a glass or glazed earthen 
vessel. 
Lot it stand at least tw enty-four 
hours—tw o days will give b etter results— 
si i: ring once or tw ice meanwhile. 
W hile 
this is standing procure of the ex tract of 
logwood half a pound, of green copperas 
two ounces, of China blue one ounce, of 
n u t call half an ounce.. Tiie blue m ay be 
baa a ta paintstore, the other ingredients at 
a chem ist’s. 
1’u t the whole into a full 
q u art of vinegar in an iron vessel, and boil 
gently until the articles are all dissolved. 
This will take some hours. 
I t is not de­ 
sirable th a t it boil so as to loose much by­ 
evaporation, 
\Yhc-n 
cool 
pour 
into 
the 
pot 
all 
th e 
vinegar 
in 
your 
jar 
w ith 
the 
steel 
filings, 
ta k ­ 
ing 
care 
to 
prevent 
the 
filings 
from running into the pot, and using a bit 
of m uslin as a strainer. 
Add to the filings 
a little more vinegar, barely enough to 
cover them a half inch, stir, and when 
settled pour in th a t liquor also. 
Now se­ 
cure your decoction in a vessel for use, hut 
do not stopper it too tightly. 
You w ill 
find th at you have m ade a liquid th a t will 
answ er, by adding a little sugar, fur ink ; 
but as you use it for* a different purpose 
the sugar is om itted. W ith a brush anoint 
ycur wood and set aside to dry. 
Iu an 
hour give it another coat and dry again. 
If the wood absorbs it fully it will take 
other coats. 
W hen dry you will find tho 
wood 
stained 
a 
rich 
blue-black, 
and 
now 
all 
th a t 
rem ains 
is 
to 
polish. 
In this you m ust be guided largely by 
taEte, good judgm ent and the character of 
your wood. 
It the grain has “ risin” you 
m ust dre=s down with the finest sand pap r. 
A lter which wipe gently w ith sponge and 
w ater, and see if any of the stain has been 
rubbed out. 
If so, lepair and dry. 
Then 
m ake a pad of woolen, and w ith rotten 
stone aud sw eet oil gently rub down again 
u ntil the surface is ail one and the gram 
of the wood hidden as nearly as may be. 
W ipe off and set aside a day for the oil to 
dry out. Then make a new pad. 
G et some 
shellac, reduced very much? made very 
thin. 
P ut a little shellac in one dish and 
a little oil in another, to which is added a 
smail dash of vinegar. 
Dip tiie pad a lte r­ 
nately in cither dish and polish. 
R ub per­ 
sistently, b u t not too hard. 
You m ust 
avoid getting a varnish giaze on th e work, 
a3 when done it m ust appear a rich, deep 
blue-black, w ith a faint p o lish . 
As you 
apply th e polish it will appear a3 if the

will be glaring,

The 
-.laming and polishing may all be done in 
! iwo days, and ou tiie th ird tiie work ought 
to show up completed, and th e stain cease 
t crack or m ark when touched. 
One word 
more. 
As you polish do not touch w ith 
the hand any finished part ; if you do so, it 
will leave a spot aud have to be done over 
T hroughout glove your h inds or you will 
regret it. 
S p in a c h . — A French physician has 
called spinach “ the broom of the stom ­ 
ach,’’for it cleanses and purifies this father 
of a m utinous family when badly treated. 
T his vegetable has a delicate flavor and 
needs a careful washing ; it is then lioiled 
in a sm all quantity of salt w ater for fifteen 
m inutes. 
W hen drained and pressed from 
all m oisture it is placed in a dish and 
served w ith m elted b u tter or egg sauce ; 
there may be a dash of tarragon vinegar 
added. 
The spinach is garnished w ith 
rings of hard-boiled eggs. 
A fter dandelion 
is carefully washed, pour boiiing w a tir 
over it and let it be steeped until th e 
strong, b itter taste has disappeared ; then 
after straining boil the greens fifteen m in­ 
utes with some salt ; drain off all the wa­ 
ter and serve w ith vinegar or lemon juice 
aud water.

Simmer in this two carrots, two 
parsnips, cut up line, 
and tw o onions, 
whole. 
H ave ready steam ed potatoes,

C h ic k e n Sojut.—W e m ay call it so, but 
it is made of fowls rather. 
P u t a whole or 
half a fowl and celery in warm w ater with 
peppercorns, salt aud mace, and sim mer 
g tn tly for half an hour w ith a pouud of 
beef chopped fine. 
W hen nearly done take 
out the fowl, bone it and chop the m eat 
very fine. 
Generally half a fowl would be 
sufficient for one clay.

The w riter takes exception to th e heavy 
expenses incurred, and alleges th a t of the 
whole revenue as large a sum is expended 
in m anagem ent as upon the purchase of 
w orks of art. 
A picture has lately turned up th at 
looks like a piece of H ogarth’s work.

back it WA3 divided into three separate 
churches, but recently Dr. W illiam Cham ­ 
bers (of the well know n firm of VY. and R. 
Chambers) renovated th e w estern half a t 
his own expense. 
H e promises now to com­ 
plete the entire w ork of restoration, on the 
condition th a t the inhabitants raise tho 
sum of f 10,500 to provide a new church 
for one of the congregations th a t remain. 
A lready more than half of th is sum has 
been subscribed, and there is every chance 
th a t E dinburgh will again have her old 
cathedral in its original form.

broidered w ith silver. 
On th e bodice were 
three w hite bows in the form of a geranium 
flower. 
The royal trousseau at Berlin was mag­ 
nificent. 
The lace for the w edding dress 
was a present from Queen Victoria. It was 
H oniton guipure, aud consisted of veil, 
flounces, trim m ing lace aud handkerchief, 
all to m atch, and was specially m anufac­ 
tu red tor the event.

During my connection with the office 
of Second A ssistant Postm aster - General, 
covering a period of nearly five years, and 
controlling the expenditure of nearly one 
huudred 
millions of 
dollars, it is con­ 
ceded by the present Postm aster-General, 
as it was thrice decided 
by Congress, 
that I acted at all times exactly in accordance 
with law. 
My judgment has been impugned, 
but not a responsible person has yet charged 
me with corruption or malfeasance. 
The 
charge th at I resigned on compulsion, under 
charges of corruption and malfeasance, is ab­ 
solutely untrue. I have since been informed, 
and need not say how much to my surprise, 
th at the President has stated that he did not 
ask for my resignation, and th at his first 
knowledge of it was its presentation to him 
by the Postm aster-General.” 
After going into some details of the star 
route service, whereby he shows th at nothing 
was done falsely or unjustly, he concludes : 
“ I t is quite possible th at the discretion 
granted to the Postmaster-General, by which 
he was perm itted to expedite routes was un­ 
wise. 
I twice recommended to Coogress 
th at it should fix a

upon th at suggestion, it was defined and 
limited. 
W hile authority was left with the 
Postmaster-General it was used, and the 
facts iu every case were reported to Congress. 
All figures quoted by you and other uews- 
pa|>ers were communicated by me to Con­ 
gress, and thus made public. 
Congress in­ 
vestigated, examined both officials and con­ 
tractors, listened to disappointed bidders and 
those patriotic newspaper correspondents, who 
every hour of their lives sustain a painful 
load of solicitude for fear th at the Govern­ 
ment rnay be cheated, granted ample time 
for full and fair discussioD, and voted by a 
decided m ajority to sustain the action of the 
Department.

R u s s ia , 
THE (¿RAVITT OF THE SITUATION. 
St. P e t e r s b u r g , April 29th.—I t would be 
difficult to exaggerate the gravity of the sit­ 
uation in Russia. 
Never before was the need 
of a steady hand at the heim so deeply and 
universally felt. 
I t required nothing less 
than the tragedy of the 13th of March to 
open men’s eyes to the fact that the reform 
which the revolutionists endeavored to#wring 
from the Government by deeds of bloodshed 
cannot and must not be long delayed. 
In the 
m atter of intelligence, the women of Russia 
are much superior to the meD. 
If they ven­ 
tured to formulate their desires, they could 
repeat their demands contained in the last 
proclamation of the famous Executive Com­ 
mittee. 
I t is surprising to see how much 
there is in common between Russian intelli­ 
gence and the revolutionary party. 
The dis­ 
tinction between them was not in the end, 
but iu the means. 
The very absence of free­ 
dom, which some demand and all desire 
leaves the R ucian reformer no choice but si’- 
lence or sedition. 
No one who has traveled 
through Russia lately can have failed to 
mark the difference between tbe peasant of 
the past and the peasant of the present. Ser­ 
vile politeness has given way to an independ­ 
ence, rude and sometimes brutal. 
When an 
old man bows to a parsing stranger, the youth 
goes ou his way with a sullen stare. 
The 
latter has a dangerous knowledge of his 
rights and wioDgs, which makes him in many 
cases a willing listener to the insidious coun­ 
sels of revolutionary propagandists. 
Go 
where you will, from tbe W hite to the Black 
Sea, from the Danube to the Amoor, the 
peasants are awaking from the death-like 
slumber of centuries. 
The spring-time of 


national life is dawning. 
The trees still look 
withered and dead. 
The winter snow still 
whitens the ground. 
A chilly sleet rustles 
through the branches ; but the sap is rising 
and the leaves ablossom, and fruit will soon 
spring forth. 
W hat sort of crop it will be 
depends mainly on the decisions that must 
shortly be taken. 
M eantime the Em peror 
lives in retirem ent at Gotzchina, and sees no 
oDe but Prince Narontoff Cenatkon. 
The 
people speak in official circles of a moral ab­ 
dication, and shake their heads when they 
speak of the future. 
I t may be, however, 
th at ere long we shsll have a manifesto of 
some sort and au indication of the policy to 
be pursued. 
A t present there is none, and 
Russia is without a government.

THE FARMERS’ CLU3 
ANSWERS 
THE 
LEAGUE. 


[Visalia Delta.] 
The Farm ers’ Club requests tie to publish 
the following a* th*ir hnal statem ent regard­ 
ing the M u>sel Sluugh railroad controversy. 
A s w e co n sid er both sid e- of th is question en­ 
titled to a fair a u d im partial hearing we give 
the communication space, granting th e ►ante 
privilege to those of opposite views who may 
wish to reply : 
In our communication published on the 1811» of 
March we mentioned the 
b lough land trouble 
ns one poorly understood. 
To tiiis the ltagues take 
exception. 
There are always two sides to a story ; 
one of these only had been told. 
We then believed, 
and uow believe, th at the public have been deceived 
as to the real facts in the case. 
True, much has 
been said aud published. But, as usual, the leaguers 
have made the talk, sent spj: k e rsabroad, published 
their version of the affair, and as far as p«»s»ible 
made public opinion, and, as before st.ited, they 
have assumed to speak for and represent the whole 
country. They have persistently used the word 
“ settlers,” and so often th at and some other state­ 
ments not strictly iu the line of truth, th at the pub­ 
lic have become accustomed to astoiiaie us all to­ 
gether as the “ oppressed settlers of the Mussel 
Slough country,” 
The Chambers letter, published first in the Delta, 
and then in that pam phlet, aud ‘ scattered broad 
cast, not only in California, but m every St *te 
in the Union " -w e refer to it, because it is stated 
that “ nothing th at has been w ritten on the subject 
could more truly get forth the true condition of 
uff vies ” There can be no doubt tlm t the letter was 
prepared for the occasion, aud with a design t< 
create sympathy. 
“ There’s method in their m ad­ 
ness.” It is a rem arkable docum ent—commencing 
with their tirrt settlem ent, their difficulties in m ak­ 
ing a living, the water troubles, broken faith of the 
rai road ctrporatiou, small crops raised, invest m« nt 
of ditch stock, the high price fur railroul land, and 
an earnest appeal to the public for sympathy. 
At 
this point Mrs. C. turns Judge, and says, “ Who is 
to take care of the widows and orphans they have 
made? 
I* it the railroad company ? At their door 
lies this m urder.” This is the judgm ent of Mrs. 
C , nut a statem ent of 
facts, th at the public 
m ight 
judge who were 
guilty. 
A statem ent 
like this could have been m ade with great propriety|: 
A writ of ejectm ent h id been issued from the 
United States Court aud placed in the bauds of the 
United Stales Marshal for execution ; th at he was 
proceeding in the linn of uis d u ty ; th at with him 
were parties to show him the particular property 
and take possession of the sam e; that he was inter­ 
fered with while proceeding to execute the writ, and 
the tragedy occurred. 
From the above premises, 
we come to quite a different conclusion from that of 
Mrs. C.; that the Marshal and those with him were 
in the line of d u ty ; while those interfering were 
an unlawful assemblage, and doubtless for an un­ 
lawful pun ose. 
Here, then, the judgm ent would 
have to be reversed, and the public, when rightly 
understanding the ease, would most certainly say 
th-.t the crime f m urder would rest elsewhere than 
at the%door of the railroad company. 
No good 
tiling has been said of the railroad company. 
It is 
an app al for sym pathy upon a very narrow and u n ­ 
fair statem ent. 
Mrs. C. herself says th at at the 
time they settled here there was plenty of even 
laud to t ike up. 
Then, why not have settled upon 
it ? Why not have left the railroad land entirely 
alone ? Then, probably, crops would have been bet­ 
ter, 
ditches 
easier* constructed. 
In fact, 
as 
all the troubles and difficulties attending the 
first 
settlem ent 
of 
the 
country is 
laid at 
the door of the railroad company—presumably all 
would have been avoided hid they settled on even 
land. 
Why did not Mrs. C. say, that while she was 
struggling* lu re for a living, ilr. Chambers wag 
worki ig much of his time for the railroad company 
for *4 per da}, and give them credit for it ? Why 
did she not tell the confiding public that they did 
take up even land, and, for years, while so refilling 
ou even land, th at they, bv word of m outh, held a 
railroad land claim simply because it was railroad 
land? Why did she not say that, in 187C, they sold 
their deeded land, 100 acres, for *1,000, improve­ 
m ents am ounting to very little? Why d.d she not 
say th at the railroad claim, with comparatively no 
improvements, cou d have been sold for nearly or 
quite 01,000 before the lan 1 was graded? This 
would have been the ‘ruth, and nothing more than 
justice to the railroad company. 
And when, on 
the construction of water ditches, she m igut have 
said th at their land, both deeded ai d railroad, was 
wet by the Last Chance W ater Ditch Company w ith­ 
out any effort or expense to Mr. Chambers. 
But 
this was not to be. 
The letter was evidently pre­ 
pared and placed in th at ram phlet for the purpose 
of creating sym pathy for the leaguers on a very 
one-sided statem ent, to say the least. 
We say again, “ poorly understood.” 
In further 
proof we call attention to the interview, as published 
in the Visalia Delta of the 2 'th of February, Ittol, 
wherein the editor of Town Talk, San Jose, had in 
one short interview with those “ hardy* sons of to il” 
become sa'isfied that they were “ victims of the 
money power.'* In th at short interview ' e was con­ 
vinced th at the lana of Patterson, when he first 
purchased it, was “ a barren desert, of little or no 
v lue.” Hear what he says : “ If any one doubts, 
let him go and spend an hour with the Mussel 
Slough m artyrs now confined in our jail.” Those 
“ Mussel Slough m artyrs” have convinced him that 
the laud of Patterson was, when he went on to it, a 
“ birren desert.” He so published it to the world. 
He believes it. 
Vet it is not true. 
Some one has 
evidently undertaken to gain sym pathy upon a false 
statem ent. 
Mr. Patterson’s land was wet by tbe 
Last Chance W ater Ditch Company long before Mr. 
P. came to the country, consequently is not desert 
land. 
Land at th at time, in th at neighborhood and 
similarly situated, was worth, to say ti e least, $25 
per acre. 
Now for its productions : 
Mr Patterson 
has stated, tim e and again, th at he raised fifty 
bushels of wheat to the acre, the first crop; the 
second, fifty-five bushels to the acre; and one of 
his crops brought him fifty dollars to the acre f A 
most excellent showing for a “ barren desert.” 
This is the w*y it has been done all along the line— 
an honest statem ent published by an hones: man 
under false impressions, made at that “ interview” 
with those “ brave and hardy sons of toil.” We 
again assert th at the subject has been but poorly 
understood. 
The committee say th at they have “ never assert­ 
ed th at the people here are generally leaguers.” 
Perhaps not, hut it has been the studied aim of the 
leaders of the league to give the world to so under­ 
stand. These false impressions, and making believe 
w hat is not true, is what we object to. 
“ Railroad 
po se of nineteen.” T hat is the way they have con­ 
tinued to do. If there is an honest opinion differing 
from their?, aud independence enough to assert it, 
the cry of “ railroad hireling, railroad posse,” is 
taken up by Doyle passed along, and rt asserted at 
the other end of the line by the committee of 
leaguers. 
That is the favori’e “ argum ent” of 
Doyle, and seems to be quite sufficient for the com­ 
m ittee. 
The committee of leaguers again say th at “ on all 
im portant questions men wi'l take sides, some tven 
for the wrong.” 
So it seem s; ar.d we are quite 
Sorry for it. 
The more so as we see that 
our friend J. W. A. W. is in strong sym pathy with the 
leaguers, advising with them , attending 
their 
meetings, and, we are inclin'd to think, ju -t now 
doing their hard work. Of course he is free to do it, 
bu t it haidly lo ,ks well for a gentleman of itinerant 
habite—a simple passenger by the way, agent for 
the several San Francisco papers, as well as corre- 
spondeiit for many of them -to give aid and com 
fort to an organization of doubtrul loyalty to the 
Government. 
This is more to be regretted as his 
statem ents as such correspondent will be c dored to 
suit his views, and make as good a showing f»»r his 
unfortunate brethren as possible. 
The charge that 
“ many of the nineteen brought money here to buy 
w ith,” has some tru th in it. 
It would have been 
equally true had they charged them with saving 
their money, purchasing their lands, and trying to 
build up the country, instead of squandering their 
money on Doyle, spending their substance in litiga­ 
tion, and living all thtse long years in suspense. 
Again, it is said th at “ some of the nineteen have 
not always abstained from agitation.*’ 
True, no 
doubt. 
In early days, when the league was consid­ 
ered a legitimate organization in which the contest 
was to be strictly legal, they no doubt had the svm- 
' 
of m ary good men. 
But when the military 
pathy < 
branch 
ranch of the league was organized ; when they put 
on masks, paraded the streets of Hanford, inquired 
for Crow, H artt, and Clark the grader ; when they 
hinted to Mr. Parkhurat th at it would be better fo*- 
him to leave Hanford and not to do the work of his 
employers: when Phillips' hou?e and corral were 
burned by masked men, and the family turned out 
in the cold anJ w arntd not to occupy railroad land 
again, these g. od people let the leaguers severely 
alone. They now have no sym pathy i- common 
with their unlawful acts, and whh it so understood. 
Again, the committee say, th at " the} have never 
seen it asserted that 500 miles of ditches have been 
made." Then, look at the Delta of September 
17, 1880, taken from the Antioch Ledger, where it 
says that these “ farmers have built 600 miles of 
irrigating dit.hes, brought water up n the land," 
etc. 
He was speaking of the Mussel Slough set­ 
tlers, and evidently classed all settlers as leaguers. 
The committee deny the expressed belief of the 
nineteen, when it asserts that said league has beeu 
a school in which the doctrine of revolution has been 
taught. The nineteen not only believed what they 
said, but stated the grounds for their belief. 
These 
grounds they do not deny, nor can they be success­ 
fully controverted. 
In their answer they have 
traveled outside of the m atter in controversy and 
lugged in many things th at have no reference to the 
letter of the nineteen. 
We will notice one of 
these, for the sake of humanity. 
They, say 
“ the tw# unfortunate 
victims who accompa­ 
nied Marshal 
Poole 
and 
Clark, 
the 
grader, 
were 
armed, 
while 
the 
party 
of 
settlers 
they fired on and butchered in cold blood had alto­ 
gether only six pistols,” etc. 
This is, to say the 
least, very singular and doubtful doctnne—an 
armed band of men following the United States 
Marshal and other men in their legitimate business, 
piessirg a fight, killing and getting killed, and then 
eay they were “ butchered in cold blood.” They 
(the leaguers), in this case, sought the fight, went 
miles to obtain it, and now claim sympathy for get­ 
ting their friends killed. 
This is like another case 
we have heard of, where a man enters the office of 
another, deliberately shoots and kills the man he is 
after, and then claims the same to have been done in 
self defense. 
It is a shame and a disgrace to the age 
in which we live th at suoh a claim should for a mo­ 
m ent he c msidered by sensible men. No wonder the 
leaguers try to shift the responsibility for the death 
of their friends. 
It is a terrible thing to be respon­ 
sible for the death of seven men. 
But th at respon­ 
sibility rests entirely with the League ; their blo.d is 
upon their hands, and will there rest. 
The agitation of the railroad land question, the 
consequent organization of the League, is the start­ 
ing point of this land trouble. 
W hatever difficulties 
the leaguers encounter, whatever trials they may 
undergo, and how e'er much they m aybe 44 im­ 
pressed,” thev will find the league organization the 
source of all their land troubles. 
The committee 
say that they speak of a “ rebuke to the Courts, a 
rebuke to the United States Attorney, a rebuke to 
the Government witnesses," as very much ou t of 
place. 
Yes, we do so consider it. 
The culprit sit­ 
ting in judgm ent upon the Court in which he was 
trtid , and asking his friends and followers t o sign 
the petition f<*r his pardon, b o as t o “ rebuke the 
Court,” and the league indorte his action. 
Thereis 
no mistaking it, they indorse what he says and 
apologize for so doing, by saying they are “ strug­ 
gling for their right?." 
It, i? a most damnable 
doctrine, and unfi: to be uttered in a civilized c un- 
try . Doyle, the cause of all your land troubles; Doyle, 
who offered to sell you out for a quarter section of 
land, would sit- in judgm ent upon the United States 
Circuit Court f Is »t 
t he leaguers indorse 
such a saying ? Ii it possible they have to little re ­ 


spect for law, for order, for common decency * 
If 
so. we thank them for sayiug it. 
Again, they say th at “ in choosing the side of an 
oppressive monopoly. tbe*e few neighbors stand 
t .wards our cause in the same position th at the 
to n es of the revolution occupied towards our fore­ 
- " e^» ^ hRve intim ated several times 
th at their organization Wa8 a revolutionary one: 
th at the} had not that regard for law and* order 
th*t should characterize the action of good citizens: 
th a t they really were sailing under fal c colors ; and 
now thev adm t that thev wer th e revolutionists. 
More than we expected, hut this tim e we give them 
credit for an honest statem ent. Thev are the rovo- 
lutiomsts. 
They are lighting 
the Goven.meut 
under which they live, and a knowledge it which 
is manly on their par: ; while we are content to live 
under the Government we now have, rather tham 
take the chance of a better one by Kearney, Doyle 
.v Co. 
This is wherein wc aifler. 
Kuw, gentlemen 
leaguers, all vour talk about our taking the 
side of an 
« oppressive 
monopoly,” all* your 
t.lk « lo u t 
our 
being 
“ railroad 
men, *rall- 
roa: 
hirelings,” does 
in 
no 
way cover up 
your sins ; and if wc, in any of our sayings, appear 
to defend the railroad company, it is because the 
tru th demands it. 
7 he claim th at the people here 
arc oppressed by the railroad company, the leaguers 
„re obliged to make in order to gain fyrapathv. The 
oppression is not real. 
The railroad company- lias 
not deceived them in this m atter. 
They came here 
with the full knowledge that it was railroad land 
Tiie railroad company odd them, as they told u-\ 
th at " when the land was in m arket tiie price would 
be the price of unimproved land in the immediate 
vicinity. 
They hud the use of the land for years 
free of tent, and now refuse to purchase; while we 
hud to buy, or have had to rent for the last three 
year" 
Some of the league's n w, while residing on 
deeded laud, which is their home, hold, by reason of 
the lea ue organization, railroad land ; have had the 
nse of It and cropt>ed it for the past live or six years.
